Manila, March 28.— General MacArthur is 
giving a merited rest to his superb soldiers, 
who for three days, under the blaze of the 
equatorial sun, have struggled through 
brush, forded and swam rivers, and marched 
pteadfactly against an intrenched foe, charg- 
‘ing with a dash that neither the heat nor the 
fatigue could subdue. 
On the plains north of Manila are the 
poldiers of the advance of the American 
army, ready whenever General MacArthur 
gives the word to resume the movement 
against Aguinaldo and his main army at 
Bocave or Malolos. The rest is grateful to 
the men, but our soldiers are in such spirit 
and condition that the, march northward 
might be continuous if the General in com- 


mand should regard delay as dangerous. 


In the fighting of Sunday and Monday were 
episodes of notable courage and picturesque 
scenes of war. As night of Monday fell Otis’ 
and Hale’s brigades occupied Marilao. Over 
the captured town and the camps of the 
Victorious army the sky was red as with 
the blood of the men slain that day. 

The fires that gave the gory aspect to the 
sky were set by the Filipinos, acting under 
the orders of General Luna to burn all towns 
that they evacuate. The range of the fires in- 
dicated that the Filipinos were busy getting 
out of towns before the dreaded MacArthur 
should catch them. Among the towns burned 
was Lolomboy, that lies between Marilao 
and Bocave. 

Filipinos Disregard Danger. 

Yet many of these Filipinos have shown a 
ne disregard of danger and considerable 
Military ingenuity, though they have not 
checked the steady progress of the Ameri- 
cans through the jungle and over the 
ewamps from Caloocan to Marilao. 

There was nothing trifling in that engage- 
ment in the dusk of evening at Marilao. 
Hale’s brigade charged over a level plain 
and by a flank movement carried the 
trenches, inflicting deadly punishment upon 


the Filipinos, who fought to the last. The 
Filipinos lost 300 men by death and wounds 


and 200 by capture. Many guns were taken 
with the prisoners, seventy-five at one time. 


Loss in Western Regiments. 
The American loss was upward of forty- 
The wounded 
were taken to Manila, arriving by train at 
the hospital about 10 o’clock at night. 

Of the killed three were members of the 
Twentieth Kanses and ten of the First South 
Dakota. Of the wounded three were Kan- 
gans, fourteen of the First Nebraska Regi- 
ment, and eleven of the South Dakota troops. 

Four batteries of the Third Artillery, regu- 
lar army, are serving with General MacAr- 
thur’s division as infantry. Ten of the ar- 
tillerymen were wounded, three of them of- 

The officers constantly give the example 
of dauntless daring. to the men under them. 
They expose themselves while seeking to 
keep their commands under protection when- 
wer possible. Hence the unusual proportion 
of killed and wounded among the men who 
Wear the straps. 


Kansas Men Swim the River. 

The gallantry of the men of the Kansas 
regiment who swam the Marilao River, their 
Coionel leading, under the fire of marksmen 
Whose bullets splashed water about every 
bobbing head, was exhilarating to their com- 
panions who watched the spectacular charge 
Upon a fortified place through a river too 
deep to ford. 2 

At 3 o'clock this morning there was some 
fring upon the Americans in camp near 
Marilao and a heavy volley was returned.

The brown and blue line halted ani 
dropped backward, then dashed forward 
again, resuming the charge with a force that 
was irresistible, taking the trenches and the 
town that the Filipinos had set on Are ana 
capturing many prisoners and 100 rifles. 

The men from South Dakota gained special 
distinction and lost three officers in ffet 
charge. 

That Aguinaldo intended to stop our army 
at Marilao is indicated by his presence in 
command, and by information given by the 
prisoners that Filipino troops had been 
moved down from the north to defend the 
town. 

The main body of Aguinaldo’s army ap- 


sharpshooters hold trenches in the neighbor- 
hood. 

The country ahead is a network of streams 
and estuaries, making the progress of an 
army a slow and arduous task in the intense 
heat. 

Wonderful Work Accomplished. 

The American people may not fully realize 
that the division under MacArthur has al- 
ready accomplished an extraordinary feat 
in this march of an army without trust- 
worthy maps, constantly fighting in dense 
jungles or charging against miles of in- 
trenchments. 

The uniforms and belts found on the 
enemies’ dead indicate that the soldiers 
were trained by the Spanish. 

Our losses has been heavy, but not an 
army in the world could have taken twenty 
lines of intrenchments, crossed two rivers 
under fire and suffered less. 


Rebels Mass at Bocave. 

Information. has reached here that the 
Filipinos are gathering in great numbers at 
Bocave and that Aguinaldo’s army will 
make a stand there instead of at Malolos, 
preferring again to try to check MacAr- 
thur before he reaches the seat of such gov- 
ernment as Aguinaldo has _ instituted. 
Aguinaldo evidently depends on fighting at 
the rivers, finding the Filipinos cannot re- 
sist the Americans in the open field. tom. 

Tonight there is a report that the insur- 
gent government is moving its headquarters 
from Malolos to San Fernando. | 

If the Filipino force is not crushed by this 
advance of MacArthur there is no telling 
how long the insurrection will last. Three 
times now we have defeated the force of 
Aguinaldo, and there seems plenty of fight- 
ing ahead. 

Aguinaldo has some maxim guns, but the 
prisoners say they have been broken by 
abuse of men who do not understand how 
to handle them.

HOME-COMING OF THE SECOND IL-

Havana, March 28.—The exodus of volun- 
teers this week will include the Second IIll- 
nols and the One Hundred and Sixty-first 
Indiana. ‘Three companies of the Second 
Illinois will go by the Olivette tomorrow. 
Those companies with headquarters will go 
by the Yarmouth and Vigilancia on Thurs- 

day via Tampa. 

The One Hundred and Sixty-first Indiana 
will go by the Logan tomorrow. 

Generals Bates, Wilson, and Hasbrouck 
returned to their respective commands to- 
day. 

Secretary Alger's only engagement today 
involving a discussion of politics was a visit 
paid to him on board the Ingalls by Gen- 
eral Gomez. The insurgent leader had a 
long discussion with the Secretary of War 
concerning the final disposition of the Cuhan 
army and its payment. 


Gomez’s Army Soon to Disband. 

General Gomez declared that his army 
would disband without trouble, and all the 
questions in regard to the men were settled 
to the satisfaction of both parties before 
the interview was over. The Cuban army 
rolls will soon be in the possession of the 
United States government. 

The Secretary has expressed himself as 
greatly impressed with the evident honesty 
of purpose of the insurgent leader and his 
personal magnetism. 

Later in the day Secretary Alger landed 
and went to Vedado to see General Brooke, 
and in the afternoon drove through various 
parts of the city with Colonel Frank Hecker, 
returning to the ship at 6 o'clock. Secre- 
tary Alger probably will go to Matanzas to- 
morrow. 

The reception in honor of the Secretary of 
War held at Governor General Brooke’s res- 
dence at Vedado last night, was a brililant 
affair. Among those present were General 
Gomez and his staff; General Fitzhugh Lee, 
commander of the Seventh Army Corps; 
Major General William Ludlow, Governor of 
the Department of Havana; General J. C.

This will be a 
most welcome innovation, as ft Is now im- 
possible to send letters for city delivery 
with regularity except by messengers.

PRACTICAL REFORM IN CUBA. 


Postmaster General Smith Tells of the 
Saving and Improvements in the 
City of Havana. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—[Special. ]— 
As a practical illustration of the difference 
between honest and dishonest government,“ 
said Postmaster General Smith tonight. 1 
was informed by Collector of Customs Bliss 
at Havana that the Spaniards must have 
stolen at least $6,000,000 a year from the 
revenues of Cuba. We have reduced the 
customs tariff an average of about 60 per 
cent, and yet there isan abundance of money 
for all the legitimate purposes, and there 
is an extension of public improvement and 
practical sanitation which was never known 
before in the island. In the letting of con- 
tracts on four mail routes alone we were 
enabled to save $100,000. Theabrogation of 
the prohibitive tariff will not only increase 
business largely, but will increase the rev- 
enues also, and those revenues will be saved 
to the people of Cuba instead of being 
sequestrated by dishonest officials.”’

Pittsburg, Pa., March 28.—[Special.]—As 
a result of the trouble over seats during 
Richard Mansfield’s engagement Council- 
man Vaux has introduced an ordinance re- 
quiring all theaters to exhibit charts of 
seats, and that when prices are to be 
raised notice must be given by advertising 


in all Pittsburg daily papers for one week 


preceding the performance. Failure to ob- 

serve the law will cost theater managers a 

fine or three months’ imprisonment. Mr. 

Vaux says the prices to see Mansfield were 
raised without notice, and purchasers of 

seats had to take what was offered them.

Holton, Kas., and Hanged from 
a Bridge. 


Holton, Kas., March 28.—[SpeciaL]—A 
lynching, deftly conducted at the Rock 
Island railroad bridge on the south border 
of this town early today, was the climax of 
an unprovoked murder committed on Sun- 
day night. The men who composed the 
lynching party made no specia) efforf to con- 
ceal their identity, but at the Coroner’s in- 
quest no mention of their names was made. 
The murderer who so quickly paid his 
crime’s penalty was Henry Sanderson, and 
his victim was Mrs. John Fleisher, a re- 
spectable, middle-aged resident of North 
Topeka, although in shooting he had in- 
tended to kill Mrs. Fleisher's niece, Myrtle 
Fleisher, with whom Sanderson was in love. 

Mr. and Mrs. John Fleisher of North To- 
peka were spending the day with their rela- 
tives, and in the afternoon Henry Sanderson 
and his cousin, Emmet Donnelly, called. San- 
derson had been hunting, and had his Win- 
chester rifle with him. After visiting for a 
time in the house the two men, with Mrs. 
Fleisher and Myrtle Fleisher, started to goto 
the barn. In the yard something was said 
that angered Sanderson, and he leveled his 
gun at Myrtle, firing four shots. The first shot 
by mischance struck Mrs. Fleisher, who in- 
stantly fell. The other bullets went wild. 
Myrtle Fleisher and Donnelly ran to the 
house and escaped. The wounded woman 
was taken to the house, where she lived 
about twenty-four hours, the shooting hav- 
ing taken place at 5 o’clock on Sunday after- 
noon. 

The murderer started to walk toward Hol- 
ton with the purpose, so he said, of giving 
himself up. After going some distance he 
stopped to extract the empty shells from his 
gun and in doing so he exploded a cartridge 
which inflicted a severe wound in his right 
arin. He was found a few miles north of 
Hoyt and was brought at once to Holton. 

The sentiment in favor of immediate pun- 
ishment seems to have crystallized after the 
death of Mrs. Fleisher, and shortly after 1 
o’clock this morning a party of fifteen or 
twenty men entered town from the south, 
some in wagons and some on horseback, and 
proceeded at once to the restaurant where 
Sanderson was being cared for. A knock 
at the rear door brought the proprietor with 
a lamp in his hand to find himself facing a 
dozen or more revolvers and shotguns. 
While he was held under guard a detach- 
ment proceeded to the room where Sander- 
son, having been aroused by his attendant 
and told what was probably instore for him, 
was sitting half-dressed on the bed. With 
much apparent calmness he submitted to 
capture, making neither outcry nor resist- 
ance, nor even an appeal for mercy. He 
was bundled into a waiting wagon to be 
driven to the place of his execution. 

T’he mob, with its prisoner, proceeded to the 
sou edge of town, where the high Rock 
Island bridge spans Banner Creek. Here a 
rope was tied around Sanderson's neck and 
he was pushed off intotheair. The lyncbers 
did not return to town, but drove south- 
ward to their homes, leaving the dead body 
dangling in the air. No member of the mob 
was masked and none attempted to*hide his 


identity. 
MAY HARMONIZE OVER SAMOA. 


Correspondence Between Berlin and 
Washington Bringing the Two 
Governments Together. «a 


Berlin, March 28.—The correspondent here 
of the Associated Press has obtained on the 
highest authority at this capital the fol- 
lowing explanation of a feature of the Sa- 
moan question which has lately arisen. On 
the report that the American government 
had cabled to its Admiral at Samoa to act 
in accordance with the decision of two out 
of the three representatives of the powers, 
the German government made earnest rep- 
resentation to the American Ambassador 
here, Andrew D. White. that the Berlin 
treaty requires the concurrence of the three 
powers, and called attention to the dangers 
which were sure to arise if there was any~ 
thing like a violation of the treaty. 

The American Government made a frank 
and conciliatory answer which has caused 
much satisfaction here. It recognized the 
necessity for unanimity on the part of all 
three powers under the treaty as a condi- 


tion of any settled policy or permanent action 


and declared the Admiral was only author- 
ized to act in agreement with a majority of 
the representatives of the powers in a case 
of emergency which absolutely does not 
admit of delay, but that in such case the 
ratification or adjustment by the unanimous 
vote of the three powers must be sought at 
the first possible moment, and no permanent 
arrangement can be made without such 
unanimity. 

The American government, it is added, 
cabled to its representatives. in Samoa to 
pursue the most friendly and conciliatory 
policy towards the German representatives 
and German interests, curerully avoiding 
everything likely to be misconstrued or to 
create ill-will. In consequence 6f the stories 


regarding Mataafa having sanctioned sec- 


tarian tyranny, the German government as- 
sured Mr. White that all its influence would 
be exerted against interference with the 
religion of any sect. | 

London, March 29.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Daily Chronicle in a dispatch de- 
fending United States Ambassador White 
against the charge of pro-Germanism, says: 

Such a charge does him the gravest in- 
justice. He is one of the ablest diplomats 
in Berlin.“ 


CHICAGO LANDS MR. SHERMAN. 


Distinguished Invalid Arrives at New- 
port News and Leaves for Wash-

Newport News, Va., March 28.—The crulser 
Chicago arrived at Old Point shortly after 
noon today with ex-Secretary John Sher- 
man on board. In the afternoon Mr. Sher- 
man, closely muffied, and with his features 
entirely concealed beneath a heavy black 
veil, was placed in a steam launch and re- 
moved to the pier. Two officers and four 
men from the ship accompanied Mr. Sher- 
man and his attendants. He was borneona 
Htter to the hotel on the shoulders of four 
marines.

THE ENGLISH CHANNEL. 


Signor Marcont's System of Telegra- 
phy Used with Gratifying Results 
Between France and England—Dis- 
patch Sent and Promptly Answered 
Without the Slightest Hitch—Lon- 
don Times Prints First Dispatch— 
Inventor a Young Man.

London, March 28.—France and England 

had successful exhibitions today of wireless 

telegraphy. 

The experiments were with Marcont's sys- 
tem between Dover and Boulogne, in the 
presence of a committee of the French gov- 
ernment. Re 

A message sent to England by Marconi 
was prompily answered from Dover. There 
was not tho slightest hitch. 

Messages were passed and repassed quick- 
ly and easily. 

The South Foreland is the most easterly 
land in England, consisting of a chalky cliff 
about 200 feet in height, projecting into the 
North Sea, and having two lighthouses, with 
an elevation of 372 feet. 


Experiences Some Difficulty. 

Sig. Marconi, whose system of wireless 
telegraphy has been in practical operation 
off the English coast for several months be- 
tween the South Foreland lighthouse and 
the East Goodwin lightship, a distance of 
twelve miles, had considerable difficulty in 
obtaining the consent of the French gov- 
ernment to his proposal to establish com- 
munication of this nature between the Eng- 
lish and French coasts. 

About a month ago, however, M. Lockroy. 
Minister of Marine, consented to a test to be’ 
made between Dover and Calais or 
Folkestone and Cape Gris-Nez, the dis- 
tances in each case being about twenty 
miles. 


The distance from South Foreland light- | 


house to Boulogne-Sur-Mer is thirty-two 
miles, the greatest previous distance cov- 
ered having been the eighteen miles between 
Puol and Bournemouth in England. 

An experience of fourteen months had 
shown the inventor that no kind of weather 
in England would stop the working of the 
apparatus. The vertical conductor he used 
is the main feature of his system, and he 
has found that the diatance to which sig- 
nals may be sent varies according to the 
gequare of the length of this conductor. For 
signaling eighteen miles he used a con- 
auctor eighty feet high, and in his applica- 
tion to M. Lockroy, he contended that with 
a conductor 114 feet high he could establish 
communication between points on opposite 
sides of the Strait of Dover and even 
that distance ten miles better. : 


No Hindrance to Signaling. 

His experiments have already proved that 
when such a vertical wire, or conductor, is 
employed, no hindrance to signaling is 
caused by hills or other obstacles or by the 
curvature of the earth, 

One of his most interesting and value ble 
experiments was the installation fitted up 
last autumn between Osborne House, Isle 


of Wight, and the Royal Yacht, on which 


the Prince of Wales was recuperating after 
his accident. This gave an opportunity to 
study the effect of intervening hills, and, as

Experimenter a Young Man. 

Sig. Marconi is much the most success- 
ful experimenter among the many who have 
worked along the same line. He is now in 
his twenty-sixth year. He is an Italian 
and it was in Italy that he began this spe- 
cial work. 3 
The Italian government paid him a large 
figure for his invention, to be used on war- 
ships. 

From Italy he went to England, and his 
success there has already interested Em- 
peror William, who has instructed German 
experts to experiment with the wireless sys- 
tem for the benefit of the German army and 
navy. 

Recently, im the course of a lecture on the 
system, he illustrated its principle by lken- 
ing it to that upon which a tuning fork will 
respond to vibrations caused by striking an- 
other tuning fork near it.

of wireless telegraphy, describing the ex- 
periments between the South Foreland and 
Boulogne-Sur- Mer. 

The experiments were conducted with the 
Morse code, which was read as distinctly as 
if the termini had been connected by wires. 


FIRE STOPS NEW YORK TIMES. 


Blaze in Lipton’s Saloon on the Ground 
Floor Drives Pressmen to 
the Street. 


New York, March 29.—[(Special.]—A fire 
began in the Times newspaper building this 
morning shortly after 3 o’clock. 

It was discovered in the extension used 
by Oscar M. Lipton, who has a saloon on 
the ground floor of the Times Bullding. 

The fire and the water poured in by the 
engines drove the men out of the Times 
pressroom, stopping the presses. 

This will prevent much of the regular 
edition of the paper being delivered, as the 
papers were just being run off. Much of 
Lipton's stock was destroyed. 


The firemen seem to have the fire under 


control. 

The Times Building is one of the highest 
sky-scrapers in the lower part of the city. 
It stands at the intersection of Nassau street 
and Park Row. 

At this hour there are no persons in the 
bullding except those employed by the 
Times. The editorial rooms of the Times are 
on the eleventh floor and the composing 
room on the twelfth.

the University of Chicago as lecturer, instructor, - 
and finally assistant professor. }

Republican Nominee for Mayor De- 
clares the People Are Turning to 
the Party for Relief. 


e band was playing a medley of national 
* when it was interrupted by the appear- 
ance of Zina R. Carter. There was a great 
wave of applause and cheers as the candi- 
date was conducted to the stage by Chair- 
man Stewart, who introduced him to the 
audience. 

Mr. Carter spoke as follows: 

The people of this city are giving the 
same thoughtful consideration to the man- 
agement and the care of their municipal 
affairs that the people of this great republic 
were giving to the ‘management and care 
of the industrial and fmancial affairs of this 
‘nation in the year 1896. At that time, after 
nearly four years of Democratic rule [cries 
of misrule] in our national affairs, the peo- 
ple of this great nation became thoroughly 
convinced the effect of the application of 
Democratic principles had paralyzed and 
nearly destroyed both the industries and 
the finances of our country, and they allied 
under the splendid leadership of that able 
statesman, President McKinley [applause], 
and placed all departments of our national 
government in control of the Republican 
party. 

Now, mark the result: In the space of 
two short years we find the press of this 
whole country, regardless of politics, daily 
reciting the wonderful story of a volume of 
commerce more than double in many lines, 
of hundreds of thousands of men who were 
idle in 1896 who have since obtained employ- 
ment. [Applause.] By continuing the man- 
agement of the affairs of this nation, in ac- 
cordance with the Republican principles and 
Republican policies, all men may reasonably 
expect in the near future additional remu- 
neration.

The more fully to accom lish - 
pose, it became necessary +4 
men who had been appointed as Civil Service 
Sommissſoners by his predecessor, such men 
as John M. Clark and Christoph Hotz. Of 
course he removed R. A. Waller in a differ-, 


‘ent manner, but eharged these men with 


having neglected their duty as Civil 

Commissioners. Following this ace 
tion, comes the ill which the people of this 
city are suffereing from. We find evidence 
was obtained and given to the people by the 
late lamented R. A. Waller, in which he 
shows clearly that the people were swindled 
by a certain preferred contractor to the eu- 
tent of more than $50,000, where the total ex- 


pediture was $170,000. 


Politics in Police Force. 


“Now, take our police department. We 
pay for the maintenance of that depart- 
ment annually a little more than 83.000.000. 
and the people expect protection to their 
lives, families, and their property also. It 
matters little to any citizen of this city 
whether the man who wears the uniform is 
a Democrat or Republican. [Applause. ] 
In line with the statement made by the 
Mayor when elected, the uniforms were 
taken from some of the ablest officers of 
ous force [applause], men who had served 
t public faithfully and well for many 
years, and for no other reason than they had 
cast their ballots in favor of the election of 
William McKinley. [Applause]. 

And that method has been carried large- 
ly into all the departments. Now, I want 
to make a comparison of the appropriations 
for the years 1895, and 1898, to show you 
what the result has been in regard to this 
method of handling of the service of this 
city. In the year 1895—the first year of the 
last Republicam city administration—the 
total appropriation for all purposes was 
$14,239,000, and of that sum a little more 
than $7,500,000 was for school purposes. 
That left $6,649,000 for handling the other 
departments. Last year the total appro- 
priations was $16,200,000, and of that sum 
$6,190,000 was for school purposes, leaving 
$10,059,000 for the other departments. Now, 
what has the city to show for that expendit- 
ure of $3,410,000 more in 1898 than was ex- 
pended im 1895? [Voice: ‘ Nothing.’] [Ap- 
pla use amd cheers. ] 

Now, there is another point on which the 
people of this city have given thought for 
several years past. That question is full 
compensation for public property whenever 
taken for private purposes. 


His Stand on Compensation. 

Mr. Carter then went on to refute the 
statement of Mayor Harrison that when an 
Alderman Mr, Carter had voted against 
compensation for the Union loop, asserting 
he had voted for the Judah amendment. 
Continuing he-said: - 
There are some remarkable features de- 
veloping in this canvass. We find men who 
are supporting the Democratic nominee, and 
they frankly admit that the administration 
of the city’s affairs-in almost every case has 
been bad. Still they hope for an improve- 
ment in the future. [Applause.}] This was 
stated from the platform only a few days 
since, and in addition that certain officials, 
appointees of the Mayor, were to be removed 
that the law might be carried out In accord- 
ance with the people’s wishes. If there has 
been anything wrong in the administration 
of affairs in the Corporation Counsel’s of- 
fice, if there has been anything wrong in the 
management of the police department of this 
city during the last two years, the Mayor of 
this city is direcely responsible and no one 
else [applause], and it is merely dodging 
the question to attempt to shift it to any 
one else. 

In conclusion, I desire to say just this, 
that the Republican party and its nominee 
for Mayor stand pledged to divorce the po- 
Uce department from all political conneé- 
tions. [Applause.] We stand pledged for 
the adoption of business methods in the 
management of every department of the city 
government [applause]; and that means that 
in every case when material is to be pur- 
chased or contracts let for a larger sum than 
$500, they shall be advertised and let to the 
loweet responsible bidder.

Real Issue of the Day. 


The speaker said the issue in this campaign 
was not the street railroad issue. He referred 
to Zina R. Carter's defense of the people's 
rights in the Citizens’ committee of the 
Civic federation when drafting the biM for 
the repeal of the Allen law. ; 

What then is the issue?’ he asked. 
Harrison, as I say, has been right on the 
street railroad question, but it is my honest 
conviction that he has been wrong on nearly 
every other question of municipal govern 
ment. [Applause.] 

Carter H. Harrison stepped into the of- 
fice of Mayor of Chicago with the deter- 
mined purpose to build up a personal politi- 
cal machine. From that moment on there 
buzzed in his ear several bees, among them 
the governmental and possibly even the 
Presidential bee [laughter]; and that mo- 
ment 1 believe he made up his mind if only 
ne would be right on the street railroad ques- 
tion that would make him so popular as to 
allow his attitude on that question to bea 
great cloak with which to cover up a lot of 
governmental sins, and particularly the sin 
of building up a personal political machine. 
[Applause. ] 

How did he do it? First, by favoritism, 
in the letting of public contracts, in violation 
of law; secondly, by the practical nullifica- 
tion of the civil service law, which is the 
foulest and blackest crime that any Mayor 
could ever commit. [Applause.] Carter H. 
Herrison has stabbed it, thrown it down, 
throttled it, and trampled it under foot, all 
for the purpose of personal aggrandizement; 
and what has been the result? ! 


Public Service Debauched. 


** Debauchertes of the public service, dirty 
streets, a police which has become the by- 
word all over America, the most shameful 
in the history of Chicago, wholesale robbery 
by rings of party contractors, who first ob- 
tained their contracts by favoritism and 
then were permitted to rob the city because 
the inspectors that were paid to wetch them 
were political bums who did not watch 
them.“ [Cheers.] ¢ 

Mr. Zeisler said Mayor Harrison's first 
official act was to appoint Fharles S. 
Thornton as Corporation Counsel, chief 
starch out-taker of the civil service law. 
The speaker reviewed Mr. Thornton's ruling 
on “ heads of departments,” and said Com- 
missioners Clark and Hotz, though differing 
from him, were willing.to leave the question 
to a test case. Soon after Messrs. Clark and 
Hotz were discharged by the Mayor for 
‘‘daring to differ from Charlie Thornton.“ 
Mr. Zeisler continued: 

But walt a moment. Those men spent 
their own money and went to Springfield 
and asked for a mandamus from the Su- 
preme Court, and in that case it was de- 
cided by the Supreme Court that 
Charlie Thornton’s opinion about heads 
of the principal departments is rot and 
nonsense, and that Clark and Hotz and Cor- 
poration Counsel Beale were right; that 
these men who had been removed for incom- 
petency were faithful Civil Service Com- 
missioners, and that Thornton and Harrison 
were guilty of incompetency.”’ ; 


Arraigns the Board. : 


Mr. Zeisler said he had not time to give 
the whole catalogue of the violations of the 
civil service law by Mayor Harrison, but he 
reviewed the appointment of Commissioner 
Gartz who, unknown to the Mayor, was a 
sincere friend of the civil service law,’’ and 
his subsequent dismissal. The speaker 
enumerated abuses of the law in connection 
with appointments of sixty-day men and 
juggling of examinations, and continued: 

Now, gentlemen, in what I say'I speak 
by the card, and right here I want to tell you 
the evidence is in the minutes of the proceed- 
ings of the civil service commissioners. I, 
by a mere chance, have been able to look 
into these records. The civil service com- 


} missioners won't show them to you if you 


beg them to on your knees, and I will tell 
you why they won't, because almost on 
every page is written evidence sufficient to 
send at leasta majority of the commissionérs 
to the penitentiary. I tell you these fellows 
don’t dare publish these records before elec- 
tion day. It would mean simply the annihila- 
tion of Carter H. Harrison as candidate for 


Mayor. 
Mr. Carter’s Attitude. 


. “ There ‘was a meeting of about twen 
five of the best known friends of the pr 
service law in the city of Chicago, a few 
weeks ago, at which we had Mr. Carter, and 
we asked him there, as man to man, upon 
his conscience, what he intended to do with 
the civil service law if elected Mayor of the 
City of Chicage. He said: ‘If I am elected 
Mayor of the City of Chicago, I will appoint 
on the Civil Service commission men whom I 
know to be able and honest, and sincere 
friends of the civil service law, and then I 
will let them take care of the enforcement 
of the law.’ . 

I believe Mr. Carter’s statements to be 
true, and I believe he sincerely means what 
he says.

The politicians 
put him up because they needed a man above 
reproach, a man of good character, with a 
record absolutely clear.’’ 

Mr. Zeisler made a humorous allusion to 
the statement of Franklin H. Head that 
though Mayor Harrison had been a naughty 
boy with reference to the civil service law, 
he promises to be good, and let us give him 
another chance.“ He said Mr. Head’s spe- 
cialty was weaving the garment of ro- 
mance around some historical fact.“ In 
conclusion he said: 

It you prefer a government by the people, 
of the people, and for all the people, to a gov- 
ernment by and for the ward boss, and ward 
worker, and political heeler, then go next 
Tuesday to the polis and vote for Zina R. 
Carter.“ [Applause.] 


GIVES CREDIT TO ALDERMEN. 


P. H. O'Donnell Says the Mayor Has 
Had Too Much Praise in Fran- 
chise Matter. 


There were many calls for P. H. O'Donnell, 
and the chairman presented him as the next 
speaker.

HIRSCH ON CITY ISSUES. 


RABBI OF SINAI CONGRBEGATION 
HEARD AT CENTRAL MUSIC HALL. 


Addresses Hamilton Club Noonday 
Meeting and Declares for Enforce- 
ment of Civil Service Law, Fair and 
Honest Dealing Between Munici- 
pality and Corporations, and Ban- 
ishment of Politics and Religious 
Dissensions from Public Schools. 


Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, rabbi of Sinai congre- 
gation, was the principal speaker at the first 
noonday meeting of the Hamilton club at 
Central Music Hall. In an address on the 
requirements of good municipal government 


he emphasized a rigid enforcement of civil 


service law, fair and honest dealing with 
corporations, and a complete banishment of 
partisan politics and religious bias from the 
administration of the public school system 
as the paramount issues of the presen: cam- 
paign in Chicago. 

At the same hour the Hamilton club held 
another down-town meeting and both were 
attended by large crowds. That at Central 
Music Hall was presided over by David 8. 
Geer and speeches were made by Dr. Hirsch, 
Zina R. Carter, and John S. Miller. 


Address by Dr. Hirsch. 

The address of Dr. Hirsch was in part as 
follows: 

„Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: The 
questions that await our answer at the polls 
this spring are deeper than problems in per- 
sonalities. Our American form of govern- 
ment has been a success when applied to the 
larger affairs of the nation. In the admin- 
istration of our municipalities we cannot 
boast of as great a measure of good fortune 
and deserved success. Our municipalities 
have been the shame of our government. 

But the time is coming when the Amer- 
ican citizens must awaken to their greater 
opportunities, when the citizens of our gi- 
gantic municipalities must realize that they 


are responsible, primarily and ultimately, | 


for the administration or the maladministra- 
tion of their municipal corporations. It is 
a hopeful sign that business-men turn away 
from the pursuit of their daily tasks to de- 
vote an hour to the consideration of the 
problem before them. 

This spring election is not so much a 
question of personality as it is of principle. 
We must recognize that our city government 
is a large corporation in which you and I 
and all of us are stockholders. The Mayor 


is merely our representative, and a business: 


administration is the only sensible plan and 
the only plan that we, as business-men, as 
citizens, as stockholders in that corporation 
ought to countenance. 

The administration of our city has but a 
remote bearing on the fiscal policy of the 
national government. Whether we believe in 
expansion or not, here in Chicago we have 
to believe !n clean streets, in economic ex- 
penditures of the funds brought together by 
public taxation, in a business-like policy in 
the administration of the finances and the 
manning of the different offices in our mu- 
nicipal government. [Great applause. ] 3 


National Issues Not in Question. 


“Whether the Mayor of Chicago believes 
in 16 to 1 or 32 to 1 is of no consequence, di- 
rectly, in the administration of that trust 
placed in him, but he must believe in the 
doctrine of civil service [great applause}, 
that an honest day’s work is expected and 
required from every clerk im the City Hall, 
whether he believes in 16 to 1 or 32 to 1. 
[Applause.] But the misfortune has been 
that largely the clerks under the municipal 
administration were encouraged to believe 
that one hour of so-called public duty as 
officials or clerks is sufficient to the ratio 
of sixteen devoted to private or partisan 
interests. [Great applause. ] 

If any one of you had administered his 
own private business om the wasteful plan 
in vogue in that City Hall you would have 
made an assignment long ago, and prac- 
tically our great municipalities have made 
assignments, but the assignees have never 
been the better citizens, but merely the par- 
tisans: and the wirepullers and the ward 
heelers for the parties. [Great applause. ] 

** Civil service reform does not look to the 
creation of an aristocracy, but to the crea- 
tion of a body of clerks and employés who 
know that he serves the public best who 
serves the city most loyally and faithfully. 
[Applause.] 

Civil service is an economic plan of ad- 


| ministering publie office. It puts one man 


to do one man’s work and refuses to employ 
three men to do no man’s work, but that 
has been the case all along. [Great applause 
and cheering.] We must in this election 
register our protest most emphatically 
against the subterfuges that have been em- 
ployed in recent years to neutralize the will 
of the people that decided that they would 
have a faithful execution of the civil service 
law now on the statute book. 


Talks of Corporation Counsel. 


We want a Corporation Counsel who 
does not go to the courts for the purpose of 
nullifying the law that has had the indorse- 
ment of the public vote of this city and by a 
large majority. We want a Mayor ir per- 
fect sympathy with the spirit and faithful 
to the letter of that law. That is one of the 
vital issues before us in this election, and I 
hope that the vitality and importance ut that 
issue will be recognized by all our voters. 
[Applause]. | 

Another question is the relation that our 
city government should hold to the vast 
corporations that have sprung up in conse- 
quence of the great advances made in tech- 
nical-inventions and technical appliances to 
‘ntramural transportation. A great many 
have embraced the opportunity to inaulge 
in demagogical plays to the passions and 
prejudices of the people. There are two sides 
to these questions. On the one hand is the 
city and on the other are those that have in- 
vested in these great corporations. Our 
cities are dependent today upon rapid trans- 
portation and our cities have developed 
largely in consequence of the work done by 
the corporations devoted to intramural 
transportation. But one principle is cer- 
tainly plain—that in all these ventures the 
city is a partner. 

„We give our streets and we have a right 
to expect, on account of our partnership, 
that there will be a fair and adequate com- 
pensation. We would give security to the 
capital invested, but would require that the 
city, that invests its streets, shall also re- 
ceive fair proportion for its investment. 
That is a question before the people of this 
city in this election and must be decided ona 


basis of equity and justice. 


Need for Good Aldermen. . 

“The Mayor alone cannot carry these 
. He into practice, and it is a mistake 
to make htm responsible for the success or 
the failure of the legislation. Aslong as the 
legislative branch is not of a character to 
inspire confidence, and so long as it will not 
uphold the hands of the Mayor, it is futile to 
expect from the Mayor the doing of that 
which the citizens deem right. Much will 
depend upon the election of the proper Alder- 
men as to the defeat or the upholding of the 
administration of the Mayor whom we in- 
dorse and intrust in the administration of 
our great and noble city. [Applause.] 

% As long as Hinky Dink and statesmen 
of that stamp are in the City Council it ts 
almost hopeless to expect the Mayor to do 
what he ought to do. It depends on you to 
elect such men as to give the Mayor an 
opportunity to do his duty faithfully and 
fully in order that Chicago will reap the 
harvest of this great reform movement. If 
we have Aldermen that are corruptible ani 
an administration that will corrupt, the fate 
of Chicago is. written across the sky in terms 
of shame. A public office is a public trust, 
and in the dealings with the large corpora- 
tions a man of backbone is needed, but also 
a man of fairness and equity and justice. It 
is a question for us to decide in this our 
present election, and if our conscience di- 
rects us and our judgment directs us the 
decision will not be doubtful. [Great ap- 
plause. } 

Religion and Politics in Schools. 

“The third question we have to decide is 
that we must register our protest against 
infusing into the public school system pol- 
itics or religious questions. [Great ap- 
plause.] The public schools of America are 
the palladium of our American Hberty. [Ap- 
plause.] There the citizen of the future is 
to be framed. There the children of the 
Germans, of the Norwegians, the French, 
the Irish—the children from the Jewish 
homes and from the Christian homes, and 
the homes that have no pronounced religious 
views—are to come together, and all are to 
be baptized with the best spirit of Ameri- 
ean tradition [great applause and cheer- 
jig], and are to be taught to love and hope 
for the best in the ultimate destiny of this 
and glorious republic, the land of the

ALDERMAN SHARPLY CRITICISES THE 


HARRISON ADMINISTRATION. 


Stormy Disapproval in the Audience 
t 600 South Ashland Avenue Said 
Be - Caused by Mayor's Friends— 
' One Takes the Platform, but Is Si- 
lenced—Defeated Street Car Fran- 
Ordinance Discussed—Tunnel 
Case Reviewed, 


Alderman Edward F. Cullerton of the 
Ninth Ward took the platform for John P. 
Altgeld last night, and delivered a hot criti- 
cism of Mayor Harrison and the present city 
administration, which was interrupted sev- 
‘eral times by the jeers of alleged Harrison 
men, whom Alderman Cullerton invited to 
the stage to answer his arguments. One of 
these, named Edward Kledzinski, said to be 
a boot and shoe dealer, accepted the invita- 
tion and came to the platform, but stood 
speechless before the Alderman's bitter ar- 
raignment of what he called Mayor Har- 
rison's way of administering the civil service 


law and the sewer and street repairing scan- 


dals. 
Alderman Cullerton preceded John P. Alt- 


geld at the meeting, at 800 South Ashland 
avenue. He began his speech by declaring 
that the compromise street car ordinance 
providing for lower fares during part of the 
day, and a twenty-seven-year franchise, was 
defeated because Mayor Harrison and cer- 
tain newspaper editors got together arter 
the ordinance was introduced, and decided 
that, if the measure was passed, Mayor Har- 
rison wouldn’t have anything left to make 
his campaign on when he was renominated, 
Consequently the ordinance was defeated, 

hen Mr. Cullerton attacked the city admin- 

tration on the alleged scandal in connec- 
tion with the Lakeside avempe sewer and the 
“ street repairing steal.“ e declared that 


he had visited the alleged faulty sewer sev- 


eral times to see whether the contractors 
had followed specifications, and each time 


| had found three feet of water in the sewer, 


making it impossible to tell whether the 
contractors had been honest or not. He de- 
clared he had done his best to have the water. 
pumped out, but he had been told to wait 
until after election. 

Alderman Cullerton also expressed his dis- 
satisfaction with the way in which Mayor 
Harrison had evaded the civil service law. 
He said the law had been evaded and used 
in an unfair way, but did not declare himself 
in favor of civil service. The present city ad- 
ministration was attacked om a number of 
other points. 

In Twelfth Street Truner Hall. 

There were about 900 people at John P. 
Altgeld’s meeting in Twelfth Street Turner 
Hall. William H. Noyes was chairman, and 
speeches were made by Clarence 8. Darrow, 
John J. Coteirn, and A. W. Thomas. Mr. 
Altgeld delivered practically the same 
speech as on the evning before at Arcade 
Hall. At the beginning he declared he had 
not yet got over the surprise of seeing 80 
many people in a neighborhood like Engle- 
wood, where he was told he hadn’t any 
friends. He said: : 

“I have now spoken in all parts of the 
city, and have been astounded at the great 
uprising of the people and at the great 
multitudes that have come out to hear us. 
Last night in Englewood, where we were 
told we had no friends, there were 6,000 
people. If this movement keeps on growing 
in the next three days as it has we will get 
more votes than the candidates of the other 
two parties put together. The ward heelers 
weren’t there. The business-men, the me- 
chanics, the railroad men—the men whose 
hands are doing the work— were there.“ 

The larger part of Mr. Altgeld’s address, 
as on former occasions, was devoted to the 
advocacy of municipal ownership. 

„We want a reduction of street car fare 
to 4 cents, for all day,“ he said, but we 
want to go to the Legislature at Springfield 
and obtain authority for the city to take the 
gas plants and street railway plants. Then 
we can get a reduction of street railway fare 
to 3 cents.“ 

„The great Democratic party stands for 
country and good citizenship,’ he said. 
„Nobody is required to steal down a dark 
alley and hold his nose to stand by the 
Democratic party. These little political ma- 
chines that worm their way into places 
where they can rob a great city—they do 
not represent Democracy. The Democratic 
city platform is silent on all the great prin- 
ciples of Democracy. Ours is the only party 
before the people that stands for the pre- 
cepts of Jefferson and for the principles of 
Lincoln.“ 

Congressman Thomas Cusack Speaks. 

Ferdinand Svododa was chairman of the 
Ashland avenue meeting. Congressman 
Thomas Cusack made an address. He at- 
tacked the Democratic municipal platform 
along the same lines as Mr. Altgeld, declar- 
ing this was the first platform in twenty- 
five years that did not stand on the princi- 
ples of national Democracy.

Filipino Leaders Quarreling. 

There are reports of quarrels among the 
Filipinos’ leaders, but certainly the resis- 
mance to the advance of our troops was 
stronger yesterday than any day before. 

The bridge over the river near Polo has 
deen repaired and trains now reach Polo 
from Manila, carrying supplies to the army. 
Wheaton’s brigade is guarding the railroad 
from the front to Manila.

MacArthur’s Men Resting. 
[BY ASSOCTATED PRESS.] 

Manila, March 28.—General MacArthur 
and his army are resting on the plain be- 
yond Marilao, after three days’ scrambling 
in the brush, fording rivers, and charging 
trenches in the blazing sun. The men are 
tired, but are kept in splendid spirits. 

The engineers are repairing bridges, the 
rebels having failed to destroy the iron 
works, and the railroad is kept busy hurry- 
ing supplies to the front. 

The country to Malolos is level, with oc- 


sasional streams and patches of wood, but 


were are no more jungles. 


Will Advance at Daylight. 
The American troops will advance at day- 


bent, taking four days’ rations with them 


and having 200 rounds of ammunition in 
their belts. They expect to take Bocave, on 
the railroad to the east of Bulacan, tomor- 
tow. It is a difficult position, protected by

The American line is about 1,200 yards 


om that of the rebels. Desultory shots 
were exchanged today. 

The American reports show that twenty 
men were killed and sixty-one wounded on 
our side yesterday.

According to prisoners in the hands of the 
Americans, Aguinaldo’s generals, Garcia, 
Tofreo, and Pacheco, were with the Filipino 
army yesterday and drove their followers 
into the first aggressive demonstration. The 
rebels attempted to charge across the plain 
east of the railroad, but the Americans 
charged to meet them and the Filipinos 
bolted after a few shots, leaving several 
Killed on the field. 

The Filipino prisoners further declare that 
the rebels have lost all taste for fighting 
and that their officers have to keep them in 
line by beating them with swords. 


Brilliant Charge by Howard. 

One of the 
achievements of the campaign was the 
charge of Major Howard's battalion across 
the river. 

Advancing at the double quick they found 
the river beneath them and splashed across 
with a yell, swimming and wading, with 
bullets spattering in the water, and rushed 
upon the rebel trenches. Ten men were 
Killed and eleven were wounded in the 


charge. 
Bravery at Taking of Marilao. 


At the capture of Marilao there were sev- 
eral incidents showing the bravery of our 
troops. Some Filipinos were entrenched on 
an island in a bend of the river. The Amer- 
leans approached in a triangular formation, 
With the Third Artillery in the apex and 
the Kansas and Pennsylvania regiments 
forming the sides. 

Colonel Funston called for volunteers to 
Swim the river. Two men crossed under 
fre and secured materials with which a 
crossing was eventually effected. ;

OFFICIAL VIEW OF SITUATION. 


Present Conditions Prevailing in Vicin- 
ity of Manila as Seen at 
Washington. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—The insur- 
gent capital of Malolos is now the point to 
which attention in all official quarters is 
directed. Major Simpson, Assistant Adju- 
tant General, Chief of the Military Informa- 
tion Bureau, today advanced the American 
front five miles on the map, based on the 
latest advices from General Otis. 

These were rather meager since yesterday 
and the dispatch received today related to 
yesterday's fighting without stating wnether 
the action had been resumed this morning. 
It was sufficient, however, to show that Mac- 
Arthur's division was now beyond Marilao 
and well on its way to Malolos. 

The disposition of the forces, as shown by 
the latest dispatches, places the brigade of 
General Harrison G. Otis advancing on the 
left of the railroad and the brigade of Gen- 
eral Hale on the right. Wheaton’s brigade 
is further back, maintaining his commun!i- 
cation with the advance forces. 

Ahead of the American forces the most 
serious natural obstacle is the Bulacan 
River, which is in reality an arm of Manila 
Bay, about a mile wide and of great depth, 
and reaching straight across the path of the 
advancing American forces. But to oſtset 
this, General Otis’ dispatch of this morning 
conveys the cheering information that small 
gunboats are in the Bulacan River, where 
great execution was done yesterday, and 
where they will relieve the pressure on Mac- 
Arthur's front. * 

This, in the judgment of military authori- 
ties, is a strategic move of great advantage, 
as the Bulacan River and the big City of 
Bulacan may be the key to opening easy 
access to the insurgent capital lying just 
beyond, 

Bulacan is a city of importance second 
only to Manila, and is the capital of the 
province. It is much larger and stronger 
than the insurgent capital, Malolos, and 
with its broad and deep river, is a sort of 
gateway to the capital. 

Only two small towns, or pueblos, Bocave 
and Taal, lie between our troops and the 
river. There is no doubt the bridge overthe 
Bulacan is destroyed, and this is probably 
the bridge to which General Otis refers. 

It is felt that some delay may be occu- 
sioned in overcoming so important a natural 
obstacle as this deep, wide river. Once 
across it, the City of Bulacan lies to the left. 

The rallroad skirts around it so that our 
forces may leave it and press forward to the 
insurgent capital, or may see fit to reduce, 
this important city. 

Beyond Bulacan the road to Malolos is 
practically clear. It permitseither a straight 
march due west, or else a circuitous move 
along good roads northward to St. Isabel. 
then striking Malolos in the rear. 

But the belief here is that General Mac- 
Arthur will press straight ahead along the 
railway, preferring a direct issue with the 
insurgent forces rather than another strat- 
egic move to entrap them. 

General Otis’ report that the supply trains 
are up to Marilao is a source of special satis- 
faction among officials, as it shows that the 
stores are well up with the fighting line.

The silence of the reports as to the move- 
ments today caused no apprehension. It was 
construed to mean that the operations of 
yesterday were proceeding today, without 
material change. Major Simpson was in- 
clined to believe that after the three days’ 
fighting there would bea lull while our forces 
rested. 

But as rests benefit both sides, giving the 
enemy an opportunity to repair and fortify, 
the more general impression is that Mac- 
Arthur’s advance will not be delayed many 
hours.

“The growth of such a sentiment does 
honor to the Americans so long as their 
respect is confined to bravery and endurance 
and no inference is drawn from the mili- 
tary to the civic capabilities of the natives, 

Until the Filipinos are vanquished and 
forced to sue for peace any talk of comres- 
sions is liable to be misconstrued and to lead 
to a prolongation of the struggle. That, at 
least, is the teaching of English history in 
dealing with semi-civilized races. 

“The Americans evidently have a tough 
job and it may be they have a long one, but 
we do not doubt they will do it thoroughly 
and in a workmanlike fashion, as is their 
national way.“

SKETCH OF REBEL CAPITAL. 


Member of Astor Battery Who Visited 
| the Place Gives His Impres- 
sions of It. 


New York, March 28.—[Special.]—John N. 
Ostrander of this city, who was a member 
of the Astor Battery, gives the following 
description of Malolos, the insurgent capital 
of Luzon: 

One of the last things I did before leav- 
ing Manila was to visit Malolos, Aguinaldo’s 
capital, near where the hottest fighting of 
the Filipino war is likely to be. Nat Rob- 
bins and I got leave of absence for one day 
on Dec. 11 last and hurried away after 
reveille to catch the 6 a. m. train from Ma- 
nila for Malolos. We wanted to interview 
Aguinaldo and photograph him. 

We went to Aguinaldo’s headquarters 
after breakfast. He occupied a big stone 
building two stories high, about as long asa 
city block, and about half a block deep. This 
house was the meeting place of the Filipino 
Congress. Aguinaldo’s guard and some 
oa of his soldiers occupied the ground 

oor. 

The building is next door to a big church 
and faces a public square. Here Filipinos 
were peddling rice and meat and machetes— 
apparently the chief staples of the country. 

** Aguinaldo, had at that time in Malolos 
an army of 5,000 men. They lived chiefly 
in straw huts—‘ casas de nipas.’ I suppose 
Aguinaldo has a much larger army than that 
now. 

“Before the entrance of the big stone 
house a Filipino sentry was marching up and 
down with a Mauser rifle on his shoulder. 

We saw Aguinaldo at an open window in 
the second story of the building talking with 
an elderly man. Robbins tried to get asnap 
shot of the dictator, but the Filipino soldiers 
thought the camera was an infernal machine 
and made signs for us to go away. 

** Aguinaldo is a bilious looking young man. 
I suppose he derives his jaundiced com- 
plexion from the mixture of Chinese, Tagalo, 
and Spanish blood in his veins. 

He has only one object in .life—to make 
money out of this war. He accepted a bribe 
of $300,000 from the Spanish and quit fight- 
ing, but he took it up again as soon as Dewey 
captured Manila. | 

The Filipino soldiers are dressed as the 
Spaniards were, in uniforms of blue seer- 
sucker and straw hats. These men began 
drilling as soon as the Spanish army quit 
fighting. They have drilled faithfully every 
day. They were out in companies and bat- 
talions, and they spent most of the time 
practicing the manual of arms. 

We never saw them at skirmish drill or 
doing anything in open order. I think they 
are full of enthusiasm, because Aguinaldo 
makes them think the Americans are worse 
than the Spanish. They have plenty of 
Mauser rifies, wherever they got them.” 


LETTER FROM CAPT. FORTSON. 


News Sent by Officer at Manila Received 
with Notice of His 
Death. 


Seattle, Wash., March 28.— [Special. 1 
With the news of the killing yg sores 
George H. Fortson, Company B, First Wash- 
ington, a letter from that officer was received 
by John C. Whitlock of Seattle. 

Captain Fortson wrote under date of Santa 
Ana, Feb. 17, as follows: 

We haven't enough men here to carry 
on the fight, according to the plan they have 
mapped out. They are endeavoring to hold 
all of the territory taken, instead of send- 
ing a division through the country to cap- 
ture every negro that comes in the way and 
burn every village that lies in its path. 

“if that policy were pursued we would 
have a subdued island in three weeks, with 
the troops we now have, and would need no 
assistance. It would be cheaper for the 
United States to burn out the country and 
feed the poor devils for a year or so than 
to carry on any other mode of warfare. They 
can be fed for about three cents per day 
per head—that is as much as they have ever 
had to live on.“

MAYOR COMES TOO LATE. 
— 
DISAPPOINTS AN AUDIENOD IN THE 

NINETEENTH WARD. 

Speaks to 1,700 People in Princesse 
Rink, Upholding His Administra- 
tion—Says Electric Lighting Has 

Been Extended and Made Oheaper— 
Denounces Attacks of a Newspaper 
as Emanating from Interested Par- 
ties—Powers and Others Speak. 


Carter H. Harrison disappointed an audi- 
ence of 700 people who had gathered to hear 
him in the Nineteenth Ward last night and 
were forced to content themselves with the 
oratory of Alderman John Powers, Stephen 
A. Douglas, Red” Sheridan, and others. 

At Horan’s Hall, where the ‘Mayor failed 
to arrive in time to speak, James O’Brien 
was chairman. It was charged by some of 
the Mayor's friends that it was the influence 
of the Morris crowd which secured the ad- 
journment before the arrival of the Mayor. 
The mecting adjourned at 10:10 and Mr, 
Harrison arrived ten minutes later. No op- 
position was offered when the chairman re- 
marked that a motion to adjourn was in 
order, although the Mayor’s coming was 
momentarily expected. 

Mr. Harrison addressed 1,000 people at 
Princees Rink, 556 West Madison street, to 
whom he explained his ideas of the cam- 
paign and municipal ownership. He said:

ALDPRMAN MUST ANSWER FOR AS- 
Surrenders Himself and Ie Pat Under 
$10,000 Bonds--James Clare Is His 
Surety — Republican Challenger 
Hurt in City Hall Fight Seys the 
First Ward Leader Beat Him— 
Charge Is Denied—W. B. Brainard 
Wants $20,000 for False Arrest, 


Alderman Coughlin is under $10,000 bond 
on charge of aseaulting Richard Hardeman 
with intention to commit murder. He walked 
into Justice Richardson's court at noon yes- 
terday and gave himself up. he warrant 
was issued late on Monday night and given 
to Constable Michael Jonas to serve. The 
Alderman, however, could not be found. In 
the morning James Clare became his surety. 
Then the Alderman went before the justice 
and surrendered. He was held pending the 
outcome of Hardeman's injuries and Mr. 
Clare signed the bonds. Justice Richardson 
— the preliminary hearing for ten 

ays. 

Hardeman's condition was reported as 
critical. Rumors were circulated during the 
day he could not recover. The County Hos- 
pital officials said last night they thought 
he was slightly improved. The physicians 
stated his spine either had been fractured 
or badly sprained. 

Hardeman was a Republican challenger on 
registration day inthe First Ward. He went 

to the City Hall on Monday morning to ap- 
pear as a witness before the Board of Elec- 
tion Commisstoners against a number of sus- 
pects, Deputy Sheriff Walter E. Russell was 
with him. Outside the board roome they 
were attacked. Hardeman was kicked and 
dragged down three flights of stairs and 
thrown into the street.

ATTACKS MAYOR IN A LETTER. 


Alderman Frank I. Bennett Addresses 
Arguments to the Citizens of the 
Thirty-fourth Ward. 


In an open letter, read at a Woodlawn 
citizens’ meeting, Alderman Frank I. Ben- 
nett of the Thirty-fourth Ward makes crit- 
icisms of Mayor Harrison's administration 
in part as follows: 

During the two years which I have served in the 
Council I have been at great disadvantage, owing 
‘to the partisan attitude assumed by the Mayor 
and carried. out by his subordinates in the execu- 
It has been 
my earnest endeavor to obtain for our ward those 
things which in justice and right belong to us, 
but I am compelled to say that the administration 
has substantially used the Aldermen of our ward, 
and of many others, as doormats upon which to 
wipe unclean feet. 

It is not necessary to state that our streets have 
been neglected, our sidewalks left unrepaired, our 
lights not lighted. In the annual budget the in- 
tention of the present administration with refer- 
ence to our ward is clearly shown, and I wish to 
say to our people that no adequate return is in- 
tended by the administration from the large 
amount of taxes which our people pay. 

The Thirty-fourth Ward pays annually in the 
neighborhood of $700,000 in general taxes, of 
which $188,476 goes to the city for municipal pur- 
poses. The Thirty-fourth Ward, it is claimed by 
the administration, received something over 
$10,000 for the maintenance of all streets and the 
care of garbage during last year. When it is 
considered that we have a population of between 
80,000 and 90,000 at this time this paltry sum 
given us is to my mind an entire and complete 
refutation of the claim that the present adminis- 
tration is worthy of a continuance in power and 
a cogent reason why Mayor Harrison should not be 
reélected.

BOYCOTT ON CHICAGO BEEF. 


Strong Fight Against the Product Be- 
ing Made in a Number ‘ 
| of Cities.

Pittsburg, Pa., March 28.—[Specia!l.]—Op- 
position to Chicago dressed meat by local 
butchers has developed into a systematic 
boycott. Butchers who kill their own cattle 
and owners of local abattoirs have been 
quick to take advantage of the published 
reports that Chicago meat is treated with 
chemicals. 

They started a rumor that agents of the 
pure food department of the State had made 
analysis of the Chicago meat and were 
about to enter suit against all local dealers 
handling it. No such suits have been en- 
tered, but many people became alarmed 
and now ask their dealers to give them 
local killed meat. 

Large placards have been supplied to local 
butchers and others te hang in their store 
windows or display over their market stalls. 
The cards read: 


5 NO EMBALMED BEEF SOLD HERE. 8 


The cards have had the effect of frighten- 
ing consumers. In addition to the cards, 
lists of the names of all butchers and meat 
dealers who do not handle Chicago beef have 
been printed and circulated. The list takes 
in all the butchers in Allegheny County who 
either kill their own cattle or buy it from 
local abattoirs. Consumers are requested to 
note whether the names of their butcher is 
on the list. If it is not the customer is 
warned that he or she is buying embalmed 
beef. The people back of the boycott are 
not taking any chances on being prosecuted 
for conspiracy and do not mention the names 
of the local dealers who handle Chicago 
meat. 

Local Business Stimulated. 

At East Liberty and Herr’s Island Stock- 
Yards today it was stated that since the 
boycott began the receipts of live cattle have 
largely increased. Many butchers, who 
formerly killed their own cattle but gave it 
up because of the competition of packing- 
houses, are now buying meat on the hoof and 
killing it as before, Some of them say their 
customers ask for home dressed meats, and 
will not take the product of Western pack- 


The Pittsburg Provision company has the 
largest abattcir in this section. Secretary 
John F. Howley said to THE TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent this afternoon: ‘“ Since the agi- 
tation against Western meats began our 
business has increased one-third. We are 
not back of the boycott and have nothing to 
do with it. So far as I know the Chicago 
people are not doing anything to oppose it. 
There has been some talk about the Chicago 
firms reducing prices, but I do not think this 
will be done.“ a 

At the Pittsburg and Allegheny offices of 
the Chicago packing companies it was stated 
that the boycott has not yet been felt, and 
nothing will be done. The firms are wait- 
ing to see the result of the present investiga- 
tion, and think, the agents say, the whole 
matter will blow over. If it does not the 
Chicago firms will probably order a reduc- 
tion of prices to meet the opposition. Tose'l [ 
direct to the consumer stores will be opened 
in different sections of the two cities if 
necessary.

Minneapolis, Minn., March 28.—[Special.]— 
There is no organized boycott in Minneapo- 
lis against the canned products of Chicago 
packers, but there is no denying the fact 
that the War department investigations 
have had their effect here to the extent of 
frightening people. The sale of canned 
meats has fallen off perceptibly, and the 
general public has practically, though not 
concertedly, declared a boycott. The peo- 
ple refuse to eat the canned goods from 
Armour’s or Swift’s houses, and the dealers 
therefore refuse to handle them. The gro- 
cers in the residence portions of the city in 
particular say that there is no use putting 
in a stock of canned meats as the demand 
has ceased entirely, and more than one 
agent of the Chicago packers has been told 
that it was useless for him to call, as the 
beef investigation has spoiled the sale of 
his goods.

PASS WISCONSIN TAX BILL. 


Legislature Adopts Measures Relative 
to Transportation Companies — 
Fass Law Delayed. 


Madison, Wis., March 28.—[Special.]—The 
four bills taxing express, sleeping car, 
freight line, and equipment companies to- 
day passed the Assembly. The taxation will 
be based on the entire property and business 
of the corporations in the State, compared 
with that of the outside, and will add ma- 
terially to the State’s revenues. 

After a long debate the Assembly recalled 
and sent to third reading the bill taking the 
appointment of Water Registrar of Milwau- 
kee out of the Mayor’s hands and putting 
it in the hands of the Board of Public Works. 
It is a partisan measure. 

The McGrath bill giving a bounty of one 
cent on beet sugar produced also went to 
third reading. 

The Humphrey two-cent railroad passen- 
ger fare bill, which was down for death, went 
over till Thursday. 

The Welton bill reorganizing the Wiscon- 
sin National Guard on the regular army 
basis was passed by the Assembly and now 
goes to the Governor. 

The anti-pass bill was at the head of the 
Senate calendar, but on motion of Senator 
Roehr it was laid over till Thuraday morn- 
ing. He explained that the resolution for 
an anti-pass constitutional amendment !{s 
still in the hands of a conference committee, 


which has not reached an agreement, and 
that the bill should conform to the resolu- 


tion, in which some changes were probable. 
Senator Mills offered an amendment to the 
bill providing that it shall not repeal the 
statute which requires the railroads to carry 
the Railroad Commissioner free when in the 
discharge of his official duties. The amend- 
ment was laid over with the bill without 


action.

It declares in substance that all cities and 
villages shall acquire by purchase, con- 
struct, maintain, operate, or lease heating, 
electric power, electric lighting, and gas 
plants. It is primarily designed to enable 
cities and villages to maintain their own 
electric light plants, but it goes a good deal 
farther than this. 

If this bill became a law acity might make 
electric power in its own plant and sell it to 
private or public consumers. It might, if it 
so chose, erect a plant big enough to sell 
electric power to factories and machine 
shops, or it might even supply a street rail- 
road company pr an elevated road with 
motive power. 

The bill has in some shape or other been 
before the Illinois Legislature ever since 
electricity became a factor in science. The 
bill received today 110 affirmative votes in 
the House. Only four members voted in 
the negative. It will go over to the Senate 
— and probably land in the commit- 

ee. 

The Senate has an innovation this time as 
respects the course to be pursued by bills 
when they cose over from the House. The 
men who framed the rules of the Senate in- 
terted a provision therein that all bills when 
reported from the House shall be read a first 
time, ordered printed, and referred to the 
proper committee for consideration. This 
means that bills of this character shall go to 
committee and shall not be advanced with- 
out reference except on the suspension of 
the rules. * 

A two-thirds vote of the Senate, a quorum 
voting, is required to suspend the rules, and 
this can hardly be obtained on a bill against 
which objection is urged.

The measure provides additional remedies 
for the propagation and protection of game, 
wild fowl, and birds; fixes a time when 
game may be killed or sold in the State; pro- 
vides penalties for violations of the laws;

for one game warden for each Congressional 
district of the State. There is also a provis- 
ion for the creation of a State Board of For- 
estry and Pheasantry and for the licensing 
of all hunters. 

The bill of Senator Berry amending the 
free school laws was passed—yeas, 30; nays, 
0. The bill provides that in cities of over 
30,000 and less than 100,000 population the 
City Board of Education shall be empow~ 
ered to examine teachers for certificates. 

Senator Busse's bill empowering County 
Clerks to call in a County or Probate J udge 
for temporary sitting during an existing 
vacancy was passed—yeas, 39; nays, 0. The 
bill is aimed to fill the vacancy now existing 
in the Cook County Probate Court caused 
by the appointment of Judge Kohlsaat to 
the federal bench. It provides that where a 
vacancy exists on account of death or resig- 
nation the County Clerk of the county in 
which such vacancy exists may call in a 
County or Probate Judge to hold court until 
such vacancy is filled in the proper way.

The compiling of statistics from records 
kept for nearly a year is being done by Dr. 
A. F. Lemke, who is associated with Dr. 
Murphy in his Chicago office. Dr. Murphy 
is enjoying a vacation at Coronado Beach, 
in southern California, and will not return 
until the second week in April. When he 
gets home he will find all the data in shape 
for reference for his paper on his new treat- 
ment for pulmonary consumption. 

The treatment will be described as a sim- 
ple injection of nitrogen gas, introduced by 
means of a hypodermic needle supplied with 
stopcocks. The gas is conveyed into the 


lung into a compact mass. The object of this 
treatment is to secure complete rest for the 
affected lung. As a result, it is said, the 
curative forces of nature are given a chance 
to work, the condition of rest preventing 
the injection of the secretions in the lungs 
which usually results from respiration and 
coughs. This secretion is regarded as cura- 
tive, and as representing the efforts of nature 
to repair the affected tissue. By retaining 
this in the lung, it is claimed, the cavity 
caused by the development of tuberculosis 
germs is healed over, the curative processes 
of nature being allowed to go on uninter- 
ruptedly. 
Universal Success Not Claimed. 

It will riot be claimed that every case of 
pulmonary consumption can be cured, but 
the paper will show how and when cases 
that have come under the observation of 
Dr. Murphy have given way to his method 
of treatment. It will be shown that cases 
in the second and third stages of the disease 
have been treated successfully. In the treat- 
ment of patients in the third stage many 
instances of relief and great improvement 
are recorded. In nearly all cases it will be 
claimed life can be prolonged from five to 
twenty years in comparative comfort. 7 

Does Not Other Treatments. 

It will be shown further that hypodermic 
injection of nitrogen gas is not to be re- 
garded as a curative measure to be used to 
the exclusion of other remedial agents, such 
as medicinces or change of climate, but can 
‘be combined with every form of medicinal 
and climatic treatment. 

The theory of the treatment is based on ob- 
servations that often have been made in the 
examination of cases where death has re- 
sulted from intercurrent disease, showing 
that the tuberculosis area in the lungs has 
a decided tendency to heal when the lungs 
are subjected to sufficient pressure to insure 
their quiescence physiologically and to ef- 
fect changes in circulation of the blood 
through the lings that influence the disease 
favorably. 

In Mercy Hospital and other institutions 
of the kind in Chicago Dr. Murphy's treat- 
ment is given patients who desire it. At the 
new consumption hospital at Dunning Dr. 
Wood, the resident physician, is conducting 
the treatment of county patients. There 
every form and stage of pulmonary con- 
sumption is to be seen, and many cases there 
are recorded as giving way to this form of 
treatment. 


BEGIN WEIGHING OF MAILS. 


Postal Employes Gather Facts on 
Which to Estimate Cost of 


Transportation. 


Superintendent L. L. Troy and his assist- 
ants of the railway mail service for the 
sixth division were busy yesterday attending 
‘to the quadrennial weighing of mails. The 
enormous task, which will result in fixing 
the cost of transportation of mails, was be- 
gun at midnight in the third section of the 
country, which comprises the States of IIli- 
nois, Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, and Iowa. ’ 

In Captain Troy's division alone more than 
200 extra men have been set to work at the 
weighing process, and the rush of work will 
continue for over three weeks. The em- 
ployés weigh the mail in every car leaving 
every railroad center in the division, and 
the cost of transportation is estimated from 
the average of the daliy amount of mail. 
It then remains fixed for four years, so it 
is necessary that the officials guard against 
any attempt on the part of the railroads to 
stuff the mail during the weighing process. 

When the est of transportation was last 
fixed it amounted to $12,606,798 for this 
division, and it is said this will be consider- 
ably increased in the Western States. When 
the work is finished the superintendent will

PLAN FOR NEW ONTARIO ROAD. 


Government Submits Proposals for Es- 
tablishing Communication with 
Northern Part of Province. 


Toronto, Ont., March 28.—The Ontario 
government in the Legislature today sub- 


mitted proposals for pushing railway com- 


munication into the northern of the 
province. It is proposed to a subsidy of 
$480,000 and 5,000 acres per mile for a line 
of railway connecting with the Canadian 
Pacific railway at Missanabne Station to 
Moose River, on James Bay. This will form 
the westerly route to Hudson Bay. Itisalso 
proposed to grant $850,000, together with a 
land grant, to the James Bay railway, which, 
starting near Sudbury, will end at Lake 
Abittibi, thus making an easterly trunk 
line to Hudson Bay.

WAS KILLED WITH DRUGS. 


found Unconscious at 39 La Salle 
Street After Drinking Wine with 
Two Women — Detectives Declare 
His Companions Gave Him Mor- 
Phine in Order to Rob Him—Watch 
and Money Missing—Keeper of the 
House Arrested—Her Storr. 


John J. Steiner, county constable at WII- 
mette, died at noon yesterday in a house 
at 39 La Salle street. Morphine poisoning, 
according to the police, was the cause of 
death. The drug was administered to him, 
it is supposed, in wine, robbery being the 
Alm of those who gave it. One arrest has 
been made and detectives are searching for 
the two women who were with Steiner be- 
foré he died. They are frequenters of La 
Salle street at night. The prisoner is May 
Perguson, keeper of the house, and from 
her the police have learned in part how the 
Constable was killed. 

At midnight on Monday Steiner and the 
two women appeared at the house and ap- 
plied for a room. The constable, it is said, 
represented the women as being his wife and 
sister-in-law. They were assigned to a 
room on the third floor, and soon after one 
of them went out and returned witha bottle 
of wine. Mrs. Ferguson told the police the 
three were boisterous and that their loud 


‘talking could be heard throughout the 


house. 
Woman Goes After Wine. 

They remained in the room until nearly 2 
o'clock yesterday morning, when one of the 
women appeared in the corridor, and, as she 
started for the stairs, the constable was 
heard to say: Be sure and get red wine 
this time.“. 

The woman remained away for some time, 
and when she returned carried a bottle in 
her hand. 

A few minutes after the second bottle of 


. wine had been taken to the room both wom- 
‘em left the house, apparently in a hurry. 


Mrs. Ferguson questioned them as they 
descended the stairs, and one of them re- 
plied, she says, that Steiner was going to re- 
main there. 

No attempt was made to arouse the com- 
stable yesterday morning, but at noon, 
when he failed to appear, Mrs. Ferguson 
went to the room and found him unconscious 
on the bed. She tried, she says, to awaken 
him, but her attempts were futile. Becom- 
ing frightened over the man’s condition, 
the woman summoned Dr. F. G. Mason, 162 
State street. A brief examination convinced 
Dr. Mason that it was a case of morphine 
polsoning. Steiner’s condition was becom- 
ing precarious. Dr. Mason called another 
physician to assist him in the attempt to 
revive the man. The two doctors worked 
over the unconscious constable for two 
hours, when he died. 

The death of Steiner was reported to the 
Coroner, but the police at the Central Sta- 
tiom had no intimation of it until nearly 4 
o'clock. On learning the particulars of the 
case Captain Gibbons decided that the wom- 
em, in order to rob the mad, drugged him, 
and in putting the morphine im the wine 
overestimated the dose. 


Money and Watch Missing. 


Detectives Lyons and Manger were de- 
tailed to make an investigation. It was 
learned that Steiner carried from $50 to $100 


and was the owner of a valuable gold watch 


and chain. When his clothing was searched 
only 87 cents was found. Steiner occupied 
desk room in the office of Nathan Wilder, 
119 La Salle street. He was last seen by his 
friends at 5 o'clock on Monday evening, 
while in his office. At that time he an- 
nounced his intention of catching an early 
train for Wilmette... |. 

It is thought that he was lured into the 

ouse by the two women and that failing to 


_$ecure his money they resorted to the mor- 


phine. The women, according to their de- 
scription given the police by Mrs. Ferguson, 
are well known and have been arrested fre- 
quently on charges of robbery. The Fergu- 
son woman denies she knows them, but the 
officers do not believe her. 

The body of Steiner was taken to Rolston's 
undertaking establishment, 22 Adams street, 
where an inquest will be held today. The 


constable was well known in Wilmette. He # 


was 27 years oid and left a widow and two 
children.

CLEW IN KINNAHAN CASE. 


CORONER BERZ SAYS CRIME WAS 
DUE TO A REGISTRATION ROW. 


His Declaration the Murder Was the 
Culminatton of a Quarrel Because 
the Victim Did Not Appear Before 
the Election Commissioners Denied 
by the Police—Chief Kipley Asserts 
His Men Devote Themselves to 
Checking Crime—Inquest Friday. 


Eleven men, supposed to be concerned in 
the murder of James Kinnahan at the 
Store saloon in Hubbard court early on 
Surday morning, are under arrest at the 
Harrison Street Police Station, but the men 
who fired the shots which caused Kinnahan’s 
death are supposed to be still at large.

He received a notice to 
appear before the Election Commissioners 
on Saturday, but failed to do so. Late on 
Saturday night Kinnahan appeared at the 
Store saloon, 50 Hubbard court 
ing there, it is said, he borrowed a revolver 
at the Maine saloon, 408 State street. When 
Kinnahan reached the Store saloon he was 
drunk, as was nearly every one else in the 
resort. Kinnahan’s face shows that he wags 
badly pounded by the saloon toughs before 
he was driven out of the saloon and shot. 
There are two bad bruises on his face, evi- 
dently inflicted before the shots were fired.

Within the last three 
months every large steel ship on the lakes 
which could be secured has been taken by 
the steel companies, which have even gone 
so far as to buy up the contracts for new 
boats still in the shipyards. 

Vessel owners have nothing to fear.“ 
said W. L. Brown, a potent factor in the 
affairs of the Federal Steel and American 
Steel and Wire companies, from the pur- 
chases of boats by the steel companies. In- 
dividual vessel owners were never in better 
shape to do a profitable business than they 
now are. Most of the boats which have 
been purchased outright by the steel com- 
panies have been chartered by them in the 
past, and the difference will not be appar- 
ent to outsiders. This is the season when 
vessel owners will have the call on business, 
and all the combinations of capital will not 
affect the proposition.”’ 

A. B. Wolvin of Duluth, who organized 
the Zenith company, built the boats, and 
managed them, returned home last night 
after the sale. He has an offer from Presi- 
dent J. J. Hill of the Great Northern rail- 
road to go to the Pacific Coast and there or- 
ganize a line of steamers across the Pacific 
for the Great Northern. He probably will 
accept the offer, although his final decision 
will not be made until he returns to Duluth. 
Mr. Wolvin entered lake business at a time 
of extreme depression and built his ships 
at the bottom of the market for steel and 
labor. The Zenith company is reported to 
have cleared a quarter of a million, owing 
to the advance in the price of material for 
ship building. Its stockholders include ves- 
selmen at all lake ports. ;

have an inspection of every public school 

building in the city to ascertain the means 

— exit and the chances of escape in case of 
re. 

No one in the Board of Education offices 
appears to know how many schools are pro- 
vided with fire escapes. A stair fire escape 
for the Washington School, Morgan, near 
Obſo street, was ordered last week, a large 
factory having been built close to the school. 
Business Manager Guilford said few fire es- 
capes had been placed on the city school 
buildings. The M. W. Fuller School has 
a stair escape and the Hancock School has 
a spiral chute escape. 

Soon after President Harris took office the 


School board adopted the policy ef making 


all future school buildings fireproof. Three 
fireproof buildings were erected. They were 
found so much more expensive than the 
older style structures that the board re- 
“cently modified its policy, clinging to fire- 
proef construction for the corridors and 
stairs, but abandoning it for the classrooms. 
The boiler-rooms in the newer schools are in 
separate buildings, which diminishes the 
chances of fire. 

“With Gre walls running to the roof on 
both sides of the corridors and the broad and 
easily accessible stairs, there is little dan- 
ger in the modern style three-story school 
building,” said School Architect Mundie. 
The past record of the schools, the discip- 
line, and the vigilance of the janitors and 
engineers give ground for hoping we will 
not have a school disaster, but I think the 
human element of the risk should be made as 
small as possible.“ 

Fire Inspector Matt W. Conway is one of 
those who think school buildings should 
have the best practicable fire escape ap- 
pliances. 

“It is a constant marvel to me that our 
schools give so little trouble,” sald he. We 
have had only one or two serious school fires 
in a half dozen years and.they were at night. 
It proved good care and watchfulness on the 
part of the principals, teachers, and othor 
employés of the Board of Education. The 
fact we have got off well in the past is, how- 
ever, no ground for not doing all that is pos- 
sible to safeguard the lives of the children.“ 

The Chicago Building department received 
its first hard jolt at the time of the Berwin 
Hotel fire in North State street about nine 
months ago. At that time there was one fire 
escape inspector in the city. Two building 
inspectors were detailed to assist him, and 
Deputy Building Commissioner O’Shea said 
more fire escapes had been put up since the 
Berwin Hotel fire than during the six pre- 
ceding years. 

Interest in the Windsor Hotel fire has 
reached the City Council, and Alderman 
Hurt has started proceedings to secure an 
ordinance requiring the stair form of fire 
escape for every four-story building in the 
city where more than two families reside or 
where as many as seventy-five people are 
employed. . 

The firemen and building inspectors have 
found many fire escapes insecurely anchored, 
and some of the standpipes are two inches in 
diameter instead of two and a half, the size 
required to couple on the fire hose.

TALKS OF THE AMERICAN NAVY. 


Congressman Hilborn Says the War Has 
Changed Public Sentiment—Praises 
the Oregon’s Builder. 


Congressman S. G. Hilborn of California, 
who its at the Auditorium Annex, en route 
home from Washington, was the senior 
member of the naval committee in the 
House, and in an interview yesterday gave 
facts and figures in regard to naval gon 
struction im the United States.

Congresmen are no longer afraid to vote 
appropriations for navalconstructiom They 
used to say before the war, ‘ O, if the coun- 
try ever needs ships it will be easy enough 
to buy them abroad.’ The war came on and 


Uncle Sam, with $50,000,000, went abroad to 


buy ships. Then he discovered that there 
was one thing we could not buy, with allour 
, amd that was Harveyized steel prop- 

erly fitted on the sides of modern warships.

EASTER IN THE KITCHEN. 


Buns for Good Friday Morning Not to 


Be Overlooked Amid the Prepara- 
tions for Sunday. 


It is really not difficult to make these 
seasonable’ dainties at‘ home, if one has had 
any practice at all in cookery. The neces- 
sary ingredients for the buns are as follows: 
Two pounds of dried flour, six ounces of but- 
ter, three-quarters of a pound of currants, 
one egg, one ounce of German yeast, about 
three-quarters of a pint of lukewarm milk, 
and ground allspice to taste. 

Warm a basin of suitable size and place 
therein all the dry ingredients, having made 
sure that the flour is perfectly dry, and that 
the currants are thoroughly ciean and free 
from stones or sticks. Rub the butter into 
the flour; make a well in the center and into 
this pour the yeast, which has been previ- 
ously dissolved in the warm milk and beaten 
egg. Gather in the flour from the sides of 
the basin, and mix all into a soft, mellow 
dough, kneading it until it becomes spongy 
but not sticky. Gather it into a ball, make 
a sharp cut across the top, lightly sprinkle 
it with flour, and set to rise in a warm place 
away from all drafts. When it has risen to 
about twice its original size place it on a 
floured board, mold it into quite small balls 
of about two ounces each. Place them on 
clean tins, well greased, about four inches 
apart; make a cross on each with the back 
of a knife, allow them to rise again in a 
warm place, brush them over with warmed 
butter and milk or egg and sugar mixed, to 
glaze them, and bake them in a quick oven. 

Saffron buns are made in almost the same 
manner, with the exception that two tea- 
spoonfuls of caraway seeds are substituted 
for currants, and a few threads of saffron 
are dissolved in the milk.

of a remarkable gang of criminals who have 
for years lived by robbery and murder has 
been accomplished in Kansas. One of the 
men is believed to be the murderer of Joseph 
New, who was killed in Greenwood County, 
Kas., two years ago, and for which crime 
his wife and George H. Dobbs are now serv- 
ing life sentences. So firmly does Warden 
Landis of the Kansas Penuitentiary believe 
in the innocence of Mrs. New and Dobbs 
that he will immediately urge Governor 
Stanley to pardon them. | 

Frank Alltgood, alleged to he the real mur 
derer, is in jail at Iola, Kas., under a charge 
of forgery. Alvin Ballard, serving an eight! - 
year sentence in the Kansas Penitentiary for 
horse stealing, has confessed that he, Allt- 
good, and Bill’’ Turner were the murder- 
ers of New and that Mrs. New and bowtbs 
are innocent. Turner has not been found, 

It seems that the men who murdered New 
and robbed his body conspired to convict 
the widow and Dobbs. The su sed mur- 
derer, Alltgood, according to lard, even 
went so far as to try to get on the jury which 
convicted them. 

Gang’s Plunder Recovered. | 

Ballard says Alltgood and Turner were 
members of an organized gang of thieves 
and murderers that operated in southeastern 
Kansas. As a result of his confession, 
eighteen stolen horses, a bag of counterfeit 
Silver dollars, and a counterfelting 
have been recovered, and perhaps Alltgood, 
B. L. Mathes, Mary Mathes, and Herbert 
Simpson are under arrest. Fifty other 
horses stolen by the gang have been located, 

Ballard also alleges that Alltgood mur- 
dered a man named Coulter, near Eureka in 
1889. Officers, who have been working on 
the case, corroborated many of Ballard’s 
statements. He confessed to the prison offi- 
cials several days ago, and the arrests noted 
were the outcome. 

Ballard, who was sent to the penitentiary — 
from Wichita for the theft of a team, de- 
clares he was convicted to shield others 
who escaped. He says the gang engaged in 
counterfeiting. 

We had runs from Texas and the Tem 
ritory all through No Man’s Land, the Sand 
Hills south of Hutchinson, Kas.,”’ he con- 
fessed. “ We stole horses, buggies, and 
cattle. There are caves and underground 
houses all over the northern part of the ter 
ritory and Kansas that were dug or found by 
the gang. Up in the sand hills they have lots 
of plate machinery, where we turned out 
money. 


Headquarters on a Ranch. | 

“ Mathes’ ranch, near Hutchinson, is the 
headquarters of the gang. Mathes has @ 
corral on the ranch into which stolen cattle 
and horses are driven from the territory: 
and then shipped. There are tools hidden ali: 
around the ranch house and a few graves, 
too.“ 

Ballard describes these graves, smiling, a 
he sald that no one knew who were their 
occupants. ‘‘Only a few stragglers,” he 
said. Mrs. Mathes, Ballard said, kept a 
diary of the gang’s doings and was this 
enabled to aid in procuring alibis. 8 

This gang.“ continued Ballard, did lots 
of things the Dalton boys were credited with. 
It has been going on for twenty-five years, 
but most everybody who was run in escaped 
by the books and witnesses that Mathes and 
his wife had fixed up. 

Three of the men who were in the Missouri 
train robberies have been robbing trains and 
stages in Texas and the Southwest for 
twenty years. A band of eight men, every 
one of whom I know, did a holdup at Albu- 
querque two years ago. Another robbery 
was of a train near Ardmore. There wass 
run, too, to Missouri and Nebraska. A- 
good and Jim Kennedy made several hold- 
ups near the Blue Cut together. 

“ Alltgood pretended to have mines in 
Colorado and down South. They think he’s. 
rich, Mathes served eight years in the peni- 
tentlary at Arizona, and Alltgood has done 
a turn in some Eastern penitentiary.”

The Ogden Gas company is preparing to | 


fivade the territory of the People’s Gas- 
light and Coke company on the West Side. 
Plans are all drawn for a gas plant having 
s daily capacity of 10,000,000 cubic feet, and 
t 10 intended to have the plant in operation 
by May 1, 1900. The Ogden Gas company 
has a block of ground on Rockwell street, 
pear Twelfth, which was purchased two 
years ago as a location for a West Side 
plant, and according to officers of the com- 

y it is the intention to begin work 
ghortly and to have the plant ready and 
mains laid by next year. In order that 
there shall be no delay it is the intention 
to lay a considerable amount of the mains 
during the summer and fall before the 
ground is frozen, which would put a stop to 
work. It is expected by those interested in 
the Ogden Gas company to begin supplying 
consumers with gas not later than May of 
pext year. 

The Ogden Gas company is now building 
a new Bas holder at its North Side plant on 
Hawthorne avenue and the North Branch 
of the Chicago River. The company now 
has a plant with capacity sufficient for the 
manufacture of 5,000,000 cubic feet of gasa 
day, but it has a holder capacity of only 
500,000 cubic feet. The growth of con- 


sumption of gas made by the Ogden com- 


pany has been considerable, and there are 
now in service in the neighborhood of 10,000 
meters. 

The Ogden Gas company has a capital of 
$5,000,000, and it is probable this will be in- 
creased shortly to provide for the cost of 
the West Side plant and for the laying of 
maine in that territory. Heretofore the 
People’s Gaslight and Coke company has 
had a practical monopoly of the lighting 
onthe West Side. The amount of c!ectricity 
used on the West Side in comparison with 

has been inconsiderable. In the con- 
golidation of the old gas companies under 
the corporate name of the People’s Gas- 
light and Coke company a complete monop- 
oly of gas on the West Side was effected. 


Ne Lighting Consolidation Planned. 


There has been a good deal of talk recently 
about a combination of gas and electric 
lighting interests in Chicago. The People's 
Gaslight and Coke company has been cred- 
ited with an intention to secure the Chicago 
Edison company, as well as the Ogden Gas 
company. This is declared to be incorrect 
by officers of both the Chicago Edison and 
the Ogden Gas company, who say no nuego- 
ations are under way for the purchase of 
Ather property. The Chicago Edison stock 

‘is held in strong hands and there is no dis- 
position on the part of any of the big hold- 
ere to dispose of their stock. The statement 
made absolutely that there has been no 
talk of a sale of a majority of the stock issue 
and that it would be impossible to obtain a 
majority without paying an amount consid- 
erable in excess of present quotations. There 
have been few sales of Chicago Edison stock 
recently, and most of those that have been

Conditions of ordinary activity exist in 
pig iron circles, but the demand is not quite 
up to the standard of a few weeks ago.

Its only resemblance to 
the Aubrey Beardsley magazine lies in its 
being in book form. It will be far more ele- 
gant in every way, and-all grades of literary 
genius are to be represented among its con- 
tributors.

CANADA AND THE GUNBOAT. |

Great ain or rather the Dominion of 
Canada has shown itself particularly 
solicitous at all times lest the United 
States should forget some jot or tittle of the 
agreement. America is nothing if not easy 
going. It has contented itself for nearly 
half a century with a naval representa- 
tion on the lakes consisting of the old 
tub Michigan, which would probably sink 
from the recoil of one of its recently mount- 
ed rapid fire guns. Now the United States 
is trying to secure the consent of the British 
government to allow the construction of the 
new gunboat. The government specifical- 
ly agrees, however, that if consent be not 
obtained by the time the vessel is com- 
pleted it will be withdrawn from the lakes 
and sent through the Welland Canal. Now 
while Great Britain and her dependency, 
the Dominion, have been deprecating any 
addition to the lake fleet of the United 
States, they have been quietly construct- 
‘ing and launching vessels that are nothing 
more nor less than warships, though in a 
quibbling way our cousins over the border 
call them “fisheries protection cruisers.” 
This is a bit of grim Canadian humor. 
Every one of the vessels can be converted 
into a man-of-war at an hour’s notice. They 
pass through the takes without any re- 
striction. One of these, the Petrel, is a 
ram gunboat. The Constance has an ar- 
mament of seven rapid fire guns and there 
are full armaments for all the others stored 
at convenient points along the Canadian 
shore. It might hot be a bad plan 

Canadian objection be made to the bund 
ing of the new United States gunboat for 
service on the lakes, to ask a few pertinent 
questions the Canadian “ fisheries

LIGHT FROM A BROWNING ORACLE. 

There hae been an ominous quiet in 
Browning circles of late, which not even 
the publication of the famous love letters 
in two thick volumes octavo has eufficed 
to disturb. Whether thie extraordinary 
silence was due to a temporary excursion 
of the Browningites into the empyrean of 
poetical fancy or to deep-browed thought 
over some more than usually difficult 
oracular utterance of their favorite poet 
was left to conjecture. Happily, the doubt 
has been resolved and the grateful but 


puzzling silence explained. 


The trouble with the Browning clubs this 
time has not been Browning, as might have 
been expected, but Kipling. It is the lat- 
ter’s intrusion into the poetical domain that 
has given pause to Browning circles. Dr. 
Kenyon of Syracuse, the place where Attic 
and other salt comes from, has epoken, and 
there is a great light in Browning Gubs in 
consequence. Dr. Kenyon, it may be men- 
tioned for the benefit of the uninitia ted, ie 
President of the Syracuse Browning club, 
and his first utterance on Kipling, contrary 
to the Browning fashion, is simple and un- 
sophisticated, but contains a great truth. 
Kipling makes me tired,” said the doctor 
to an assemblage of Syracusan divines. 
Having expressed in this forcible and origi- 
nal fashion the main conclusion of his 
thought and investigations on this new- 
comer who has disturbed the calm of 
Browning societies, the doctor unburdened 
himself more fully. I would like to have 
a rest from his silly nonsense. He has no 
qualities of a writer. Many of Kipling’s 
works are not worth reading. None have 
any literary werit.” Here the eminent 
disciple of the poet who did not write silly 
nonsense, and whose works have Hterary 
quality sufficient for the delight and neb- 
ulous information of a whole galaxy of 
clubs, paused. There were expressions of 
pained surprise upon the faces of his audi 
tors, many of whom did not know The Ring 
from The Book and had never enjoyed the 
delight of clubbing the meaning from a 
Browning phrase or tracing a simile to its 


Jair in some forgotten tome. 


But Dr. Kenyon was not yet through with 
Kipling, and, painful though it might be 
to some of his auditors, he felt impelled to 
tell the whole truth a bout this presumptuous 
impostor who is generally regarded as a 
poet. Kipling’s Jungle Stories’ and 
Barrack- Room Ballads,“ continued the 
President of the Browning repository of 
poetical truth, “ are disgusting productions. 
The man who write the Recessional was 
a heathen.” ? 

That was all, and it certainly was quite 
enough. To the perfect Browningite these 
deliverances will afford unspeakable relief. 
Their mission in life has not been im vain. 
Peace once more reigns in the Browning 
Parnassus and the joyous pursuit of ever 
elusive poetical truth will begin afresh. 

The people who have heretofore been in 
such lamentable ignorance as to the poet- 
ical demerits of Kipling have been disil- 
lusioned and sadly enlightened, but the 
process was necessary in the interests of 
truth and poetry. The more promising of 
them will at once join the nearest Browning 
club and the remainder may go on admir- 
ing Kipling in their fatuous ignorance.

CUBAN CABLE. can at present be granted 

for the laying of a new cable 

to Cuba is technically correct, as he rightly 

holds the matter in the present state of af- 

fairs rests with the War department, his 
opinion on this point being as follows: 

So far as the application of the Commercial 
Cable company for leave to land its cable in the 
United States is concerned, the matter ig.properly, 
under the practice heretofore established, within 
the jurisdiction and control of the Depart- 
ment of State, acting for the President. So far as 
the landing of a cable in the Island of Cuba is 
concerned, the subject is under the control of the 
War department, by reason of the fact that the 
United States is exercising in the Island of Cuba 
administration under the law of belligerent right, 
its occupancy being of a military nature and mere- 
ly’ temporary. 

It would seem, however, that there is a 
difference in this respect as regards Porto 
Rico, as the rights of the United States in 
that island are on a different basis, though 
the Attorney General holds that it depends 
upon the grant of a similar right as to the 
Island of Cuba. However that may be, there 
will not long be any doubt as to the rights 
of the United States in Porto Rico. The ex- 
change of ratifications of the Paris treaty 
and the payment of the $20,000,000 will com- 
plete the rights of the United States to that 
island. 


THE KNELL OF HIGH-PRICED OPERA. 
The dispatches of Tue TRIBUNE’s special 
London correspondent, Mr. H. J. Whigham, 
bring some interesting intelligence as to the 
operatic prospects in the English metrop- 
olis. It has already been amnounced that 
the syndicate headed by Maurice Grau, who 
is once more on his feet after his experi- 
ences in bankruptcy, has negotiated a long 
lease of Oovent Garden. His last season 
in this country was a success as compared 
with its predecessors for a few years past, 
though littl money was made. It is evi- 
dent he haa learned a valuabie lesson from 
these experiences, and does not propose to 
ron any risks from the caprice or indif- 
ference of London opera-goers, as he has 
placed the opera upon a new basis. In 
other words, he has adopted the American 
plan of demanding a guaranty by offering 
$300,000 of debenture shares, calculated to 
pay 4 per cent interest, which will be a 
new form of speculation for British money- 
holders, As money ts plenty among them, 
and new sources of investment are con- 
stantly tn demand, it ie not unlikely the 
shares will be speedily taken and Mr. Grau 
will be able to inaugurate his season in 
May with the certainty of not making a 
loss. In this season he will, as usual, pre- 
sent both Italian and German operas, but 
it will be noticed that Mme. Eames has fol- 
lowed Mme. Melba's example for some rea- 
son and will not appear, her place being 
filed by Frau Mottl, wife of the eminent 
Wagnerian conductor, who will wield the 
baton in the German presentations. 

If Grau cannot make money in London 
with a monopoly of this lease, besides the 
rights of all the most popular operas, ft is 
not likely that any one can. Meanwhile 
the future of his operations in this country 
becomes of unusual interest just now. 4 
dattie royal is imminent between cheap 
opera and dear opera. Within the last few 
days a French troupe, which heretofore has 
never ventured to leave New Orleans, has 
boldly twvaded. St. Louis and Chivago, 
which hitherto have been in Mr. Gran’s 
ous success at prices 50 per cent less than

The sudden removal of Bishop Joseph Rade- 
macher to St. Elizabeth's Hospital in Chi- 
cago, shrouded in secrecy and accomplished 
between two suns as it were, has set 
tongues wagging here at a lively rate and 
has brought to light gossip that has been 
going the rounds of the cathedral parishion- 
ers ever since Bishop Rademacher fell sick 
about the beginning of the year. Vivar Gen- 
eral Charles B. Guendling explained today 
that he took the course he adopted in order 
to avoid publicity. 

“I did not want to remove the sick Bishop 
with a brass band accompaniment and have 
a delegation to meet him in Chicago,” he 
deciared. A brass band, however, would 
hardly have caused as much talk as re- 
guited from his leaving for Chicago with the 
gick prelate on a 8 o'clock a. m. train. It 
geems that Vicar General Guendling has 
been waiting for the Bishop to express will- 
ingness to make the trip. There has been 
considerable discussion between him and 
Dr. J. M. Dinnen, the Bishop's personal 

hysician, as to where the patient should 
be taken and the treatment to be given him, 
and it appears that the Vicar General did not 
desire to be placed in the attitude of order- 
ing the removal against the Bishop's will. 

According to his statement he got word 
from St. Joseph's Hospital here at 2:40 a. m. 
that Bishop Rademacher was willing to go 
and he took no chances on a change of mind 
ately. 


Under Care of Dr. Sanger Brown. 

Bishop Rademacher is now under the care 
of Dr. Sanger Brown of Chicago, who has 
been called in consultation by Dr. Dinnen. 
He is suffering from melancholia resulting 
from an attack of grip, financial worry, and 
mortification over treatment he received last 
December while trying to arrange difficul(ies 
that had arisen in a Polish church in the 
northwestern corner of the diocese. The 
diocesan property in Fort Wayne is worth 
probably a million dollars, and until the 
Bishop became ill the 600 families worship- 
ing at the Immaculate Conception Cathedral 
thought it was practically unincumbered. 
It was known that former Vicar General 
Joseph H. Brammer had incurred a debt in 
building and equipping the Catholic library 
eighteen years ago, but few had ever been 
called on for money, and there .was a rude 


awakening when it became known that the 


@ocesan debt amounted to about $110,000. 
Vicar General Brammer had had his own 
way in financial affairs and when he died 
last summer, after a long illness, his books 
were found to be in a tangle. Vicar General 
Guendling, who came from Lafayette, found 
a priest who understood bookkeeping thor- 
oughly, and after some months got to the 
bottom of the diocese finances. More or less 
public talk about the matter, combined with 
iliness contracted in dealing with the Polish 
church difficulty, proved too much for the 
Bishop. Father Guendling was loath to talk 
about the Bishop’s troubles today, but when 
asked if it were true Bishop Rademacher 
was threatened with violence by an excited 
Polish congregation at South Bend, he said:

Ot the old debt here $60,000 is understood to 
date from the building of the library, which 
was designed, with bowling alleys, billiard 
tables, and other accessories, to keep yourg 
parishioners out of mischief.

The Amateur Musical club lent its patron- 
age to Miss Emily Parsons’ concert last 
evening, and the audience that comfortably 
filled University Hall was representative in 
its musical and fashionable complexion of 
that prosperous organization. 

Miss Parsons, it is understood, came be- 
fore the public last night for the first time 
as a professional pianist. Such an ordeal is 
at best a trying one, and the young player 
set herself no light task in the program she 
arranged for her part of the concert. It 
would be an agreeable duty to perform 
could one say she proved herself equal to 
this task, but not only truth but kindness 
to her compels one to say she has yet much 
to learn and much to accomplish before she 
can satisfy as a concert pianist. It is evi- 
dent she has studied diligently, but nearly all 
that makes for success in public plano-play- 
ing today she has yet to acquire. Not only 
are breadth style, depth of conception, 
and individuality in interpretation want- 
ing, but there is still much to be done along 
purely technical lines in the way of a tone 
that is full and vibrant, more power in rapid 
finger passages, and greater clearness and 
Variety in touch before her playing can be 
considered as approaching the standard of 
professional piano-playing. At present she 
plays prettily, but, to use some musicians’ 
apt expression, she plays on top of the keys, 
not in them. More study with an eye to 
gain in strength and power in touch, and 
then a developing of individuality and self 
are what are before Miss Parsons would she 
win success as a concert pianist. Of her se- 
lections last evening the C minor prelude of 
Chopin and the Brahms Intermezzo were 
played in the most satisfying manner. 

The assisting vocalist was Mr. Whitney 
Mockridge, a singer long identified with local 
music circles and kindly remembered de- 
spite his years of residence in London, as 
the welcome accorded him demonstrated. 
He was not in the best of voice, a slight 
hoarseness annoying both him and those 
who watched him struggle with it, but in his 
final number conditions improved and he 
sang with ease. Of his seléctions interest 
centered especially in the Onaway! 
Awake, the tenor solo from Coleridge-Tay- 
lor’s much-praised setting of parts of Long- 
tellow's Hiawatha,’’ It proved a composi- 
tion pleasing in the naturalness and spon- 
taneity of its melody, attractive if not espe- 
clally learned in its harmonization, well 
gulted to the text, and, what is of even 
greater importance, singable, and grateful 
for the singer.

WESTERN ROADS TO IGNORE LONG 
AND SHORT HAUL CLAUSE. 


They Decide to Ask the Interstate 
- Commerce Commission to Suspend 


It in order That They May Meet 


Competition of North Pacific Lines 
on Through Colonist Rates Without 
Loss of Intermediate Trafic—Terms 
of New Arrangement. 


roads have concluded to ignore 
van tenes ae short haul clause of the inter- 
state commerce act in meeting the low rates 
made by the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific railroads to Montana and north Pa- 
cific coast points, They have also decided. 
not to make any reduction direct from Chi- 
cago, but apply the regular rates to the 
Missouri River to the reduced rates from 
the Missouri River, the same as is being 
done on business via St. Paul. Practically, 
the same course is to be pursued in meeting 
the competition of the Great Northern as 
was followed last year in meeting the Ca- 
nadian Pacific’s competition on Klondike 
and Alaska rates. The Interstate Commerce 
commission is to be asked to suspend the 
long and short haul clause on this business 
so as to preserve intermediate rates. 

Present one way colonist rates from the 
Missouri River to North Pacific coast and 
intermediate points—$25 from upper and 
$28.50 from lower gateways—will be contin- 
ued to intermediate territory south of Mon- 
tana common points and south of eastern 
Washington eommon points with the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific railroads, 
tickets to these points to be sold via the 
Missouri River at the same net rates as 
via St. Paul, except that continuous pas- 
sage rebate tickets will be used in order 
to protect intermediate rates to Colorado, 
Utah, and Wyoming points No change will 
be made in second-class one way rates from 
the Missouri River to California destina- 
tions, but east of the Missouri River the 
regular basing rates will be to the rates 
from the Missouri River west. This will 
have the effect of advancing second-class 
rates from Chicago to California terminals 
from $42.50 to $45, and from St. Louis from 
$38.50 to $40. The proposition to substitute 
‘second-class rates for homeseekers’ rates 
could not be carried. 

Under the new arrangement the rate to 
Denver from Chicago will be higher than 
the rate to Helena or Butte, Mont. In or- 
der to protect the Denver rate, which is 


$29.50 from Chicago, as against a $29 rate 


to Helena via St. Paul, the Missouri River 
lines propose to charge $36.50 to Helena 
via the Missouri River with a rebate at 
destination of $7.50.

INSURANCE AFPAIRS. 


The Executive committee of the Chicago Un- 
derwriters’ association held a well attended meet- 
ing yesterday morning to discuss the latest de- 
result of the conférence will be embodied in a 
statement by a committee to members, which will 
be promulgated this morning.

PRAISE FOR HIS BUREAU. 


LINDBLOM DEFENDS 
CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 


Declares the Law Has Been Fairly and 


Strictly Enforced by Himeelf and 
His Colleagues — Discusses Treat- 
ment of Sixty-Day Men in Examina- 
tions—Says the Mayor Upholds Him 
—On Corporation Counsel Thorn- 
ton’s Rulings. 


President Lindblom of the Civil Service 
commission went to the defense of that body 
yesterday and not only asserted the law 
had been fairly and ridgedly enforced by it, 
but gave Mayor Harrison and Corporation 
Counsel Thornton a good character as re- 
gards their connection with the commission. 

Lindblom on Civil Service. 

In a communication on the subject he 
States: 

“The federal civil service law gives io 
sixty-day appointees, without examination, 


the right to retain their positions under the 


protection of the civil service law. What is 
@anctioned by law and public opinion in the 
federal service cannot be against the spirit 
of the State law. The right of sixty-day 
men to compete by examination for the pos- 
tions occupied by them is guaranteed them 
by the law and to refuse it would bea crimi- 
mal offense. With the right to take an ex- 
amination follows the right to pass at the 
head of the class after a fair and free com- 
petition, and far from being an offense, it is 
in conformity with the spirit of the law that 
the old and tried employés should be re- 
tained; and it is in conformity with common 
sense and experience that those who have 
for a long time served in a certain position 
should be best qualified to compete for it. 
Hence, a large percentage of sixty-day men, 
as a matter of logical support of the prin- 
ciple of civil service—and as a matter of 
mecessary deduction from the value of ex- 
perience, recognized by legislation—ought 
to pass an examination better than those 
without experience, particularly as section 
9 of the law compels us to hold such exami- 
nations as ‘ will fairly test the relative ca- 
pacity of the persons examined to discharge 
the duties of the position to which they seek 
to be appointed.’ | 

“A final answer to fragmentary exhibits 
of results is the fact that last year we ap- 
pointed 7,343 persons from eligible registers 
and only 408 under the sixty-day rule, that 
when examinations ordered and held are 
completed there will be practically no sixty- 
day men; that out of the large number cer- 
tified only two or three have been discharged 
béfore the expiration of the probationary 
period; that this shows conclusively the real 
value of the examinations and the fairness 
of the department chiefs; that 7,863 persons 
were placed on eligible registers as a result 
of examinations, and, if all the 408 tempo- 
rary men had passed it would be a small 


proportion of the grand total. 


. Defends Thornton’s Rulings. 


We have passed rules to cover cases of 
the Homer-Larkin character. Homer was 
reduced from the rank of Lieutenant long 
ago and Larkin holds his position by virtue 


“ASB roe Mr. Thornton’s opinions, 
they are all printed in our annual report, 
and none of them can be tortured into an 
assault on civil service. His views of the 
law as a citizen and an officer have in no 
way colored his construction of the law. It 
was his strict constructions which prevented 
us from extending special! privileges to the 
Board of Education as well as to adopt the 
Practice of the Federal Civil Service com- 
gnission in regard to sixty-day men. 

“The law prohibits reviews of examina- 
tions, but we have allowed everybody the 
utmost liberty in examining records and 
have only excluded one person when con- 
vinced that incompetency and malignity 
were combined to produce misleading state- 
ments. Persons who have been dropped 
from the city service are hardly exception- 
ally competent investigators.

Dr. Hunt went to the col- 
lege on Monday night, but found the man, 
colored, had escaped from a room in which 
he had been placed. 

“If the case was really one of smallpox, 
said Dr. Hunt, the man will become so 
I he will have to notify some one. The 
danger lies in the exposure of people with 
whom he will come in contact while wander- 
ing about the city. There is a probability 
that the case may be one of smallpox 
springing from that of Wallen. We expect 
at any time to hear of more cases from the 
vicinity in which Wallen lived, and would 
not be surprised to hear of a number of

EFFECT OF A PACIFIC CABLE. 


Commercial Expansion of the Unitéd 
States Is Expected to Follow the 
Construction of a Line. 


The probable commercial effect of a Pacific 
Ocean cable connecting San Francisco with 
Manila is touched on in an article on Sub- 
marine and Land Telegraph Systems of the 
World“ in the monthly summary of com- 
merce and finance just published by the 
Treasury department Bureau of Statistics. 


and suggests immense possibilities in the 
way of United States trade expansion should 


the proposed plan to connect this country 
with the Philippines be brought to a suc- 
cessful issue. 

There is not nor has there ever been a 
cable in the Pacific Ocean except connecting 
Australia and New Zealand and some lines 
skirting the coast of China and Japan. The 
Pacific is the one body of water lying be- 
tween the inhabited portions of the earth 
which has not been crossed and recrossed 
by submarine telegraph lines. No less than 


| thirteen are now in successful operation 


between the United States and Europe. 
The argument suggested rather than pre- 
sented by the Treasury department figures 
is that cables between countries separated 
by large bodies of water operate as builders 
up of international trade and commerce. 
The reasonable presumption is that results 
following cable connections with Europe 
would not be vastly different in the case of 
intercourse opened with the Asiatic coun- 
tries, due allowance being made for the de- 
creased requirements of a smaller number 
of consumers in the various lines in which 
the American merchant ds interested. 
Official figures on international commerce 
tend to prove the theory that submarine 
telegraphs result in increased business be- 
tween the countries thus connected. The 
first successful cables between the United 
States and Europe were put in operation in 
1866. In that year our commerce with 
Europe amounted to $652,232,289. By 1870 
it had increased to $728,959,053; in 1880 to 
$598,911,504; in 1896 to $1,091,682,874; and in 
1848 to $1,279,739,936, while our commerce 
with the whole world, which in 1866 amount- 
ed to $783,671,588, had vy 1898 reached the 
enormous sum of $1,847,551,084. 

These tigures are fairly good evidence of 
the advantages of quick communication be- 
tween countries desiring an interchange of 
products. The commerce of the countries 
of Asia and Oceanica, lying commercially 
adjacent to the Philippine Islands, amounts 
to more than $2,000,000,000, their imports 
alone averaging about $100,000,000 a montl. 
Of this enormous market the United Slates 
obtains less than 6 per cent, notwithstanding 
the fact that the imports into the countries 
in question are largely composed of the 
classes of articles produced in the United 
States. 

With direct cable communication across 
the Pacific, direct water communication 
through a Nicaraguan canal, and an in- 
crease in the number and capacity of Ameri- 
can steamships, it does not seem improbable 
that a material increase might be made in 
the commerce obtained in that part of the 
world by the United States.

Neb., March 26.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—Your issue of March 20 contains 
a special from Omaha which is to the effect 
that habeas corpus proceedings were begun 
in the district court here in which a mother 
alleges that her two daughters were being 
deprived of their liberty in the House of the 
Good Shepherd.

Smalley of Chicago Ie Retained as 
Secretary — Latter Recommends in 
His Report That the Work Continage 
on the Same Lines—Wane of the 
Silver Crase. 


New York, March 28.—[Specia!.)—The fol- 
lowing were reélected officers of the National 
Council of the Sound Money League at the 
annual meeting held in the Bowling Green 
offices today: 

President—J. Sterling Morton of Nebraska. 

Treasurer—A. B. Hepburn of New Tork. 

Secretary—E. V. Smalley of Chicago. 

President M. E. Ingalls of the Big Four 
railroad presented resolutions which were 
substantially as follows:

— ns of gold as the standard dollar of the United 


ates. 

second—That the le favors legislation es- 
tablishing a separate bureau of issue and re- 
tion in the Treasury department, in which 
be held a sufficient amount of gold to cover 
the redemption on demand of all obligations of the 
government.

The resolutions were discussed at length, 
Congressman Fowler of New Jersey, who 
opposed them, succeeded in getting them 
referred to à committee which shall pre- 
pare a. short, succinct declaration for the 
league and report at the next meeting. 


Report of Secretary Smalley. 

General Secretary E. V. Smalley of Chi- 
cago reported as follows: 

In ͤ presenting my report I desire first to 
congratulate the members of the Centra] 
Council and of the Executive committee on 
the encouraging results that have been ac- 
complished in combating the dangerous free 
silver delusion and in spreading sound ideas 
of national finance. The formidable move- 


ment for opening the mint to the free coin- 


age of silver at the obsolete ratio of 16 to 1 
with gold has been steadily declining since 
its defeat at the Presidential election of 
1896. The State elections of last fall showed 
enormous changes on this questien in the 
States where the movement for lowering 
the money standard had been most active 
and successful. 

The States of Oregon, Washington, Gajfi- 
fornia, Wyoming, South Dakota, Nebraska, 
and Kansas were captured by the sound 
money forces, and changes were effected 
in the political complexion of the Legis- 
latures of those and other States, which 
give the control of the United States Senate 
for at least six years to come to the oppo- 
nents of all forms of cheap money legisla- 
tion and of all schemes for the repudiation 
of public or private debts. 

The new Congress is for the gold stand- 
ard in both its branches, and the evident 
impossibility of securing any legislation to 
make silver instead of gold the standard 
money metal has produced a new discour- 
agement that has resulted in fresh deser- 
tions from the silver ranks. Only a few 
politicians who committed themselves so 
fully to the cheap silver dollar delusion in 
1806 that there is no line of retreat open to 
them now insist upon the readoption of the 
Chicago platform by the national Demo- 
cratic convention of 1900. | 

The masses of voters who gave an en- 
thusiastic support to the Chicago platform 
only three_years ago now show no interest 
in the silver question, and only in the South- 
is there at present any demand in the public 
press that it be revived as a leading issue 
in the next Presidential campaign. The 
present indications are that if there is any 
mention of the free coinage of silver in the 
Democratic national platform there will be 
nothing said’ about the ratio of 16 to 1. and 
the question will be made secondary to new 
issues that are now taking shape in the pub- 
lic mind. 


Would Follow Same Lines. 


„The General Secretary recommends to 
the Central Council that the work of the 
league be continued during the coming year 
on the same lines heretofore followed; that 
the Chicago office be kept open; that the 
monthly paper be continued, and that such 
documents be issued from jime to time as 
may appear to be called for by the condition 
of politics and public discussion on the 
money question, 

Ik, after the opening of the campaign of 
1900, it shall appear that the platform of no 
important political party contains a demand 
for the abandonment of the gold standard 


| or for the issue of any form of money worth 


less than its face value in gold, then the 
league can conclude that its work has been 
accomplished and, can safely disband. Such 
a happy consummation does not now look 
as probable as we might wish, but it is not 
impossible. 

If. on the other hand, one of the great 
parties adopts again the Chicago platform 
and enters upon a new effort to secure the 
abandonment of gold as standard money 
and the free and unlimited coinage of legal 
tender silver dollars, then the league will 
have a large work at hand, for which it 
has been making careful preparations ever 
since it was organized, three years ago.“ 

Secretary Smalley then read the follow- 
ing letter from Secretary of the Treasury 
Gage. 

I have to acknowledge yours of the 10t 
you kindly invite me to participate in ahs men 
meeting of the National Sound Money league to 
be held in New York on March 28. My engage- 
ments are such that it will be impossible for me 
I participate to 
some extent in the belief you express that the free 
silver propaganda has lost its force. At the same 
time I think it will be wise*for the sound money 
forces to hold themselves in line to oppose any 
fresh attack of the kind which was so successfully 


| resisted in the fail of 1806.

Letters were read from members of the 
league in various parts of the country, all 
declaring the silver craze to be on the wane. 


JOHN LEONARD IS ACQUITTED. 


Second Confession of George Simpson 
Clears Him of the Charge of Rob- 
| bing Henry Hoffmeister. 


John Leonard was acquitted of the charge 
of burglary in Judge Stein’s court yesterday 
on the testimony of George Simpson, who 
confessed for the second time he was one of 
the three robbers who assaulted and robbed 
Henry Hoffmeister in the latter’s wine store 
at 372 Orleans street on Oct. 28. Charles Fer- 
guson and Dick Brown were the other two 
men, Simpson said. 

Leonard was arrested last January. 
Simpson, who is under indictment for the 
murder of Policeman Henry Wallner, testi- 
fied for him at the first trial of his case, and 
the jury @isagreed. ; 

Hoffmeister was robbed of $90 and $210 in 
checks. Simpson described the money, say- 
ing $15 was in gold. He said he never had 
met Leonard until they encountered each 
other in the jail; and that his only motive in 
confessing was to save an innocent man 
from the penitentiary. - 

Leonard had been tdentified by Henry 
Hoffmeister and others as one of the robbers. 


WOMAN HUSBAND’S OPPONENT. 


James Mansfield and His Wife Oppos- 
ing Candidates for Galesburg (III.) 
| School Trusteeship. 


Galesburg, III., March 28.—[Special.]—An 
interesting contest is in progress in Rio 
Township between James Mansfield and his 
wife for the office of School Trustee. 

Mr. Mansfield is a Republican and hard- 
ware merchant of Rio, and was nominatcd 
by the Republicans for School Trustee. 

His wife comes from a long line of Demo- 
crats, and is a Democrat herself. The Dem- 
ocratic caucus unanimously nominated her 
as her husband’s opponent, and she ac- 
cepted. 

The matter was at first regarded as a joke, 
but since then both political parties have 
taken it up in earnest. 

The women of the township are also inter- 
esting themselves, and the prospect is that 
they will poll a large vote. Mrs. Manefield’s 
friends are claiming the women will vote for 
her. At the present time the situation is 
said to be favorable for the election of Mrs. 
Mansfield.

Refused to Confirm the Governor’s Ap- 
pointments on the Board of Rail- 
| road Assessors. 


Lansing, Mich., March 28.—[Spectal.]— 
Governor Pingree has nominated George W. 


Buckingham of Flint for member of the 


Board of Railroad Assessors, and if the Sen- 
ate refuses to confirm he will appoint Major 
Buckingham direct, just as was done in the 
case of Robert Oakman. 

Inasmuch as the confirmation of Bucking- 
ham would legalize the appointment of a 
quorum of the board, George B. Horton hav- 
ing previously been confirmed, and thus 
render it more difficult to test the legality 
of Oakman’s appointment, there is a strong 
probability that the Senate will withhold 
confirmation. 

A bill providing for the incorporation of 
fidelity, casualty, guarantee, accident, and 
plate glass insurance companies was passed 
by the Senate, which defeated a bill exempt- 
ing from taxation all real estate mortgages 
bearing not to exceed 4 per cent interest.
